BRYAN MEN WERE IN MAJORITY 


‘Allowed Themselves To Be Stampeded 
by Bolt Threats. 


TREACHERY IN THE TEXAS DELEGATION 


“Cyclone” Davis Will Attempt To Lead 
Ts People Astray at the State 
Convention. 


st. Louls, Mo., July 15.—(Special.)—Now 
that the politicians are rapidly leaving 
the city, the question of the vice presiden- 
tial status becomes more and more in- 
teresting. All the democratic leaders are 
agreed that Mr. Sewall must remain on 
the ticket and that any provision for Mr, 
Watson must be of another character. 
| In fact, there are some high in populist 
counselg who insist that they owe Mr, 
Watson nothing. The Bryan people were 
in the majority and allowed themselves 
to be stampeded by the midd[Ié of the road 
threat to bolt. They also feared the 
scheme calling .for a division of the elec- 
tors; some of tnem might be tempted to 
make discord later on. 

The northwestern states agreed to a 
new vice presidential nomination on the 
pledge that- the bolters would support 
Bryan and give no further trouble. Not- 
withstanding this pledge, the Texas dele- 
gates and colleagues continued their oppo- 
sition to the bitter end, and now it is ane 
pounced that the Texas state convention 
on August 5th will declare a halt. Dele- 
gate Shaffer, of Wisconsin, said tonight: 

“We were misled by the Texans, and 
we feel that they have viclated their pledge 
to us.” 

However this may be, all preparations 
are going on for Bryan and Sewall. An 
immerse ratification ‘meeting was held 
here last night, which was largely attended 
by populist delegates, Delegate W. E. 
Herris, of Kansas, said the people were 
like a thirsty ox in sight of water; fhey 
were rushing to Bryan regariuless of parties 
or complications, The parties would have 
to accommodate themselves to the people 
instead of the people to the parties. 

The general résult of the convention is 
looked upon as eminently satisfagcry. The 
membership was of a high order, deter- 
mined to work for their constituents and 
full of enthusiasm for popular rights. The 
321 who voted against Bryan included alt 
the socialists present, who were re-enforced 
by. delegates who, being candidates for of- 
fice at home, were more solicitous about 
their status there than fn national affairs. 
Three-fourths of the conventfon, however, 
were free to work for the people and they 
did it. Their conduct showed that the 
masses of ihe people were aroured against 
existing conditions. 

The determination to relegate the radi- 
cals to the rear in St. Louis had the same 
parentage .s that which ran out the gold- 
bugs in Chicago—the people themselves. 
From all sides came the report that they 
were for Bryan. The leading populists say 
the Watson matter will be satisfactorily 
adjus*2d and that time will disclose the 
different silver forces marching to the 
same end. The machine in politics will 
play no part in either democratic or popu- 
list parties this year, for the popular whip 
is suspended cver them, 

It has been definitely settled that the 
notificatfon committees, will have nothing 
to do, as they will not call upon the can- 
didates. This will dispose of an unneces- 
sary piece of political handiwork and will 
defeat the purpose of those who would 
force Mr. Bryan to recognize conflicting 
forces. 

The entire matter is now relegated to 
the heads of each political party in each 
state, who will come to such agreement or 


division as suits each case.

SENATOR JONES VISITS LINCOLN 


Bryan’s Mail Is So Heavy He Requires 
Three Aids. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 26.—Senator Jones, of 
Arkansas, arrived in Lincoln this evening 
and was immediately driven to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Bryan. 

In spite of its importance as a political 
center, having two candidates for the presi- 
cGency—Mr. Bryan and Mr. Bentley, the 
prohibition-silver nominee—as citizens, Lin- 
coln is a very quiet place these days. 

Mr. Bryan has been seen little by Lincoln 
people since he reached here Friday week. 
He spends most of his time in his library, 
going over the mass of mail matter and the 
packages of telegrams delivered to his resi- 
dence every day, and dictating replies to 
his clerical assistants. 

Of these he has three, one a lady, and 
each have their hands full in keeping up 
with the nominee’s correspondence. so 
great has been the avalanche of written 
matter addressed to Mr. Bryan that he is 
practically swamped, and many of the let- 
ters and telegrams that were sent im- 
mediately after his nomination are not yet 
answened. 

The Bryan and Sewall headquarters at 
the Lincoln hotel are intended principally 
for the use of Mr. Bryan in receiving visit- 
ing delegations and conferring with demo- 
eratic managers. Mr. Bryan has used them 
two or three times only, but with the na- 
tional silver and populist conventions add- 
ed, it is expected that he will be obliged to 
go there more frequently. 

A meeting of the state central committee 
of the free silver wing of the democratic 
party of Nebraska will be held at the 
Lincoln hotel in this city on July 30th. 
Mr. Bryan has promised to be present. 

Senator Jones left Lincoln on a late 
train tonight over the Missouri Pacific 
for his summer home at Washington, 
Tenn. He wired Governor Stone, of Mis- 
souri, to meet him at Jefferson City to- 
morrow. 

Just before leaving Senator Jones said 
he would leave it to the common sense 
of the people to right the nomination of 
Watson. No definite action would be taken, 
he said, at this time with regard to the 
acceptance or declination of the populist 
nomination by Mr. Bryan. 

Senator Jones added that he thought fhe 
notification meeting in New York would 
take place August 10th.

SPANISH SHIP DEFECTIVE. 


Plates in the New Iron Clad Carlos 
Prove Insufficient. 

New York, July 27.—A special cable to 
The Herald from Havana Says: 

A cry of alarm has been raised by El 
Heraldo, of Madrid, over the discov- 
ery of alleged defective plates in the 
new ironclad Carlos V. The announce- 
ment 1s creating a big sensation 
throughout Spain. The Havana papers 
quoting El Heraldo’s Cadiz special dis- 
patch, Says that though launched eigh- 
teen months-ago the vessel as yet is 
not ready to receive her guns, the work 
being done at a snail’s pace and shoddy 
material being used. A recent inspec- 
tion shows that a majority of the plates 
are already ruined and it will be neces- 
Sary for the contractors to replace 
them before the government will ac- 
cept the vessel. 


Re-enforcements are being hurried to 
Manzanillo by sea to strengthen the Span- 
ish garrison. The town is reported as be- 
sieged by the insurgents, led by Maceo, 
Rabi and Rios. 

It is reported this morning that still an- 
other Cuban expedition has safely disem- 
barked in Pinar del Rio. It is understood 
that 125 men landed, under Miro’s leader- 
ship, with two cannon and an ample sup- 
Ply of arms, munitions and dynamite. 

The fort at Ciego Montero, near Dirigo, 
Santa Clara province, surrendered to the 
rebel chief Aulet on the lith without fir- 
ing a shot in defense. The Spanish garri- 
Son joined the insurgent ranks, delivering 
to the rebel leader sixteen Mauser rifles 
and 8,000 rounds of ammunition. In Puerto 
Principe and Pinar del Rio many deser- 
tions from the Spanish columns are report- 
ed, the officers in some instances going 
over. Every effort, however, is officially 
made to suppress names. 

The government is beginning to reap the 
fruit of its failure to pay the troops since 
February. Discontent continues to in- 
crease daily. 

Under the queen regent’s announcement 
of amnesty yesterday a British subject, 
Peter O’Ferrall, a_ political suspect, was 
released at Artemas. No Americans were, 
however, liberated in Havana or. else- 
where,

“Resalved, That we denounce the Chicago 
platform as undemocratic, unjust and un- 
patriotic, and that we favor the immediate 
formation of an honest money democratic 
league to oppose the populist platform and 
the nominees and to uphold the honor of 
the natton.

MINERS HAVE A GENERAL RIOT 


Strikers Keep Men from Work and/ 


Trouble Is Expected. 


Barclay, Ill., July 26.—A mob of 200 strik- 
ing miners from the mining districts of 
Riverton and Spaulding, Ill., marched to 
this place yesterday morning and com- 
pelled the miners to return home. 

They would not allow the men to go to 
work on account of a reduction in wages 
from 35 cents pér ton to 32% cents per 
ton. 

The men had all assembled around the 
mine when the _ striking miners made 
their appearance. Some confusion followed 
and when the first cage of men was let 
down into the mine there was a general 
riot. 

The Barclay miners finally went to their 
homes and agreed to work no more till 
Tuesday. ~ 

An effort is being made to call out the 
miners in this district and a large mass 
meeting will be held in Spaulding on Mon- 
day to take action on the matter. President 
O’Connor, of the United Mine Workers, 
will be present to address the meeting. It 
is said that the miners will resume work 
tomorrow morning and serious trouble is 

if they do.

Gold Standard Democrats Want Him 
To Drop Protection. 


W'KINLEY FEARS FINANCIAL DISCUSSION 


State Democracy Wl Decide This 
Week Whether It Will Remain 
Democratic. 


New York, July 26.—(Special.)—The po- 
litical pot will fairly boil here this week. 
All parties are preparing to capture votes 
in the metropolis, hence each will ex- 
haust every effort to do so. Mark Hanna 
and his henehmen are expected Tuesday 
or Wednesday, and then the republicans 
will open their eastern headquarters here 
with a whoop and hurrah. Tom Platte 
has been appeased and the republicans are 
once more in splendid working order. 

The only trouble will be as to what will 
be the leading issue of the campaign. 
Hanna wants to preach protection, getting 
his cue from McKinley. But the eastern 
republicans are determined that the silver 
question shall be the supreme issue, and 
it will be decidedly interesting to see how 
Mark and his gold standard friends will 
Settle their differences, 

Then the democratic state committee will 
try to tackle the tangled condition of 


politics on Tuesday. The majority of the 


party are for Bryan and Sewall, but some 
of the leaders, like Whitney and Flower, 
are disgruntled, so it is difficult to say 
definitety just how matters will be final- 
ly adjusted. 

Senator Hill reached here from his 
yachting trip without seeing the president, 
thus showing pretty conclusively that the 
New York senator will not help the ad- 
ministration to pull any third term chest- 
nuts out of the fire. The chances are that 
the democratic state vommitee will con- 
clude to get in line with the regular Bryan 
and Sewall ticket, as the friends of Mr. 
Hill are quite anxious that he be returned 
to the senate. 

The New York senafor, it should be 
stated, is once more at the helm of the 
state democracy and his wishes will be 
respected. Thus far he has preserved a 
discreet silence, but his trienWs significant- 
ly say that “silence gives consent.” 

The announcement that Mr. Bryan will 
be notified here about August 10th in Mad- 
{son Square Garden will serve to stimulate 
activity in all political lines. Tammany 
Hall is anxious to give the Bryan and 
Sewall ticket a big “‘blow out” and the 
formal notification will be their golden 
opportunity. 

Crusade Against Free Coinage. 

The gold standard democrats will prob- 
ebly deakie ta nominate Cleveland on 
their ticket, as it 1s understood that the 
president ts anxious to get a whack at 
the silver democrats for refusing to in- 
dorse his administration at the Chicago 
convention. The assertion is made that 
Cleveland is the strongest candidate that 
could be brought forward and that his 
canvass would be sure to defeat Bryan. 
Be this as it may, the administration could 
not muster a corporal’s guard of foll@wers 
in many of the states, for Cleveland’s 
name is the synonym for the most intense 
hatred. The chamber of commerce people 
are getting ready to make a big crusade 
against free coinage. Already they are cir- 
culating documents by the million, but 
they propose to form a citizens’ commit- 
tee at once and cut still a bigger swath 
in the silve? fight. Some handsome con- 
tributions are expected. There is one phase 
about the present campaign that is a trib- 
ute to the influence of newspapers. Nearly 
every leading paper in the country is ar- 
ranging with one side or the other to print 
thousands of extra papers for general cir- 
culation, 

Here in New York business houses are 
laying out big sums in sending out sound 
money literature for distribution south and 
west. 

Tife coming campaign promises to be a 
record breaker and to surpass all other 
preidential canvasses for up to date plans 
of winning at the polls. 


RUSSELL MEMORIAL SERVICE. 


Charles Hamlin Pays a Glowing Tri- 
bute to the Dead. 

Sandwich, Mass., July 26.—The immense 
Seating capacity of the Casino was fully 
tested today upon the occasion of the me- 
morial services to the late Hon, W. E. 
Russell, arranged by the citizens of Sand- 
wich, irrespective of party or creed, 

William lL. Nye, of Sandwich, presided, 
and the first speaker was Hon, Charles 
S$. Hamlin, assistant secretary of the 
treasury, who said in part: 

“William E. Russell was a dear personal 
friend of mine. ‘His life is known to every 
one of us. You all remember his re- 
peated victories, which were not those of 
party. He was a remarkable man; you 
forget his politics, for he was honest: and 
you learned to love him. His most prom- 
inent characteristics were absolute. sin- 
cerity, forwardness of purpose and truth- 
fulness. His address at Chicago was a 
powerful and altogether splendid effort. 
It gave him a national reputation. Those 
who differed admired his eloquence and 
earnestness. There was nothing you could 
call upon Tiim for in the name of friend- 
ship to which he would nét respond freely. 
His attention to duty won for him the love 
of every citizen of the state. Let us 
take a moral lesson from his ‘life and 
death, and always regard him as an hon- 
est, pure and upright citizen and states. 
man. Let us follow his example.’’ 

Rev. W. H. Wardwell, pastor of the 
Congregational church of Sandwich, and 
General Charles H. Taylor, of Boston, 
also spoke. 

The audience adopted a- resolution of 
sorrow at the death of the ex-governor 
and sympathy for his family.

MR. McLUCELIE IS ARBITRARY. 


Wants To Shoot All Men Who Are Not 
in the Unions. 

Haverhill, Mass., July 26.—John Mc- 
Lucklie, ex-burgess of Homestead, Pa., 
spoke before the Central Labor Union here 
today, his effort befng to agitate the bring- 
ing of an indictment against the Carnegie 
Company of Homestead for furnishing the 
United States government with defective 
armor plates for war ships. He was very 
bitter in his Utterances. He stated that he 
was not doing hiS work for the love of 
the country, but for revenge. He said: 

In 1892 [¢ men at Homestead had 

300 Winchester rifles; now they have 
3,800, and they are ready to use them if 
occasion requires. In the late war the 
north compelled the seceding states to 
return to the union by force of arms 
and in a like manner the fabor unions 
ought to compel workmen out of the 
union to come in by shot and shell, 
shooting them down in case they do 
not come in, so that the capitalists 
cannot use them, The government in- 
vestigation of the armor frauds was 
hung up in the senate, through the ef- 
forts of Senator , Carnegie’s tool. 
The speaker was f htly applauded, but 
the union did not y © indorse his sen- 
ttments. 


TAILORS’ STRIKE IS GROWING.

Left Their Shops.

The Officials of the company state the 
trouble is of a trivial nature and that the 
men will be on hand for work tomorrow.

He was accompanied ‘by his wife, 
doctors and nurses. Gertrude, his daugh- 
ter, and sons arrived last evening.

MANITOBA SCHOOL QUESTION. 
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Premier Laurier Outlines His Policy in 
an Address. 


Montreal, July 26.—Premier Laurier de- 
livered an important speech at St. John’s, 
Que., yesterday. In the course of his re- 
marks he said that nothing would be done 
at the next session of parliament except to 
pass supply bills and that the consider- 
ation of the tariff would be deferred until 
the regular session in January. 

Changes will be made with the greatest 
caution so as not to interfere with the 
business interests of the country. The gov- 
ernment, he said, would settle the Man- 
itoba question within six months by meth- 
ods of conciliation and ‘Would also devote 
its attention to the agricultural interests 
of the count®*: fo the development of the 
northwest an? to strengthening the com- 
mercial relations between England and 
between Canada and the United States.

MAJOR VISITS MARK 


Republican Nominee Sees That There Is 
Need for Work. 


SUNDAY AS CONFERENCE DAY 


Hanna and McKinley Plan While 
Church Bells Ring. 


SHERMAN SOUNDS A WARNING NOTE 


Says That Work Must Be Begun at 
Once as the Silver Sentiment 
Is Growing. 


Cleveland, O., July 26.—Major McKinley 
and Mark Hanna, chairman of the repub- 
lican national committee, have been in con- 
ference most of the day and evening at Mr. 
Hanna’s beautiful suburban home on the 
lake side. Major McKinley returned from 
Canton last evening and was at once driven 
to Mr. Hanna’s home. Although Major Mc- 
Kinley has been in Cleveland most of the 
week, and has been a guest all of that time 
at Mr. Hanna’s house, the candidate and 
his manager have had no opportunity to 
discuss the forthcoming campaign. Major 
McKinley said today: 

“I came back to Cleveland because my 
many engagements during the centennial 
exercises made it impossible for me to have 
a full and satisfactory talk with Mr. Hanna 
about the campaign and its management. 
Indeed, we have had but one extended talk 
since my nomination, and now I find that 
there are scores of matters which demand 
attention and discussion with Mr. Hanna.”’ 

The campaign has been outlined in a 
general way by Mr. Hanna and his com- 
mittee. They do not know what turn af- 
airs may take in reference to another demo- 
cratic ticket, and of necessity their actions 
are somewhat limited in scope and signifi- 
cance by the imperfectly developed situation 
which confronts them. Under the circum- 
stances, the most that can be done is to 
have campaign literature of an informing 
character quickly prepared and widely cir- 
culated. 

Sherman Sees Trouble Ahead. 

Senator Sherman, who was here two or 
three days last week to participate in the 
centennial exercises, is somewhat alarmed 
at the manifestation of the silver sentl- 
ment in certain sections and communities. 
He told Major McKinley that his volumin- 
ous correspondence was laden with inquiries 
about the money question, and that he was 
of opinion that most active measures to 
combat the silver sentiment ought to be 
taken at once. 

He urges both Mr. Hanna and Major 
McKinley to have the speaking campaign 
begin at once and said he was ready and 
willing to take the stump at a moment’s no- 
tice. Other republicans of prominence, such 


as Senator Hawley and ex-Governor Mer- 


riam, of Minnesota, have expressed them- 
selves in pretty much the same manner to 
both McKinley and Hanna. 

Major McKinley and his manager have 
reached the conclusion that the best re- 
sults this year will be attained by holding 
a large, indeed, an uncommonly large, num- 
ber of political meetings. This year the 
committees of both parties will undoubt- 
edly spend their money in keeping hun- 
dreds of speakers at work in the field in- 
stead of sending out millions of dreary doc- 
uments as has heretofore been done. Major 
McKinley and Mr. Hanna are of one mind 
on this point. 

When Major McKinley settles down again 
in Canton this week he will begin to think 
seriously about his letter of acceptance. 
He expects to begin work on it within ten 
days. It is not his intention to make it 
public for a month or so, however. He 
wants to see what turn events will take 
and needs something to determine the ul- 
timate cast which he shall give to the 
issues of the campaign. 

The letter of acceptance will be a sort 
of final supplementary, up-to-date platform, 
and the great work of the campaign will 
be done on the lines which it indicates. 
Major McKinley: will prepare this docu- 
ment with great care and it will be one 
of the most important utterances of the 
campaign. 


TRITTON TALKS ON FINANCES. 


He’s an Englishman and Is for a Gold 
Standard. 

London, July 26.—The Daily News to- 
morrow will publish a report of an inter- 
view with Mr. J. H. Tritton, a prominent 
London banker, regarding the chances of 
the election of the presidential candidates 
in the United States, in which Mr. Tritton 
says he considers it improbable that 
Bryan will be elected, but that the situ- 
ation is one of the most serious. Confi- 
dence, Mr. Tritton believes, will not be 
restored there until the United States con- 
gress shall have adopted a resolution de- 
claring that it {is firmly determined to 
maintain a_ gold standard. Certainly, 
says Mr. Tritton, the national finances of 
America need to be overhauled. The 
country is suffering from a plethora of 
paper money. 


MINISTER PREACHES POLITICS. 


Attacks the Populists and One of the 
Congregation Replies. 

Asbury Park, N. J., July 26.—At the na- 
tional service in the Asbury Park audl- 
torium this afternoon Bishop John P. New- 
man created a sensation by declaring that 
populists were no better than anarchists, 
and were not good American citizens. 

Instantly a man in the rear of the hall 
jumped out and shouted: 

‘Bryan is a good American!” 

He tried to propose three cheers for the 
democratic-populist candidate for president, 
but his voice was drowned by the music of 


the choir.

Baily Tucker Wounded by the Florida 
Attorney. 

Jacksonville, Fla., July 26.—A dispatch 
to The Times-Union from Orlando, Fia., 
says that Captain W. Bailey Tucker, gen- 
eral manager of the Tavares, Atlantic and 
Gulf railroad, and a local manager of the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad, 
was shot at 8:30 o’clock tonight by Albert 
St. Clair Abrams, prosecuting attorney 
of Lake county.

Florida Doctor Killed by a Man Wo 
Protects a Girl. 

Jacksonvine, Fla., July 26.—A special to 
The Times-Union from Gainesville, Fla., 
says that Dr. J. D. Cromwell was shot 
and fatally wounded at noon today by 
Towney Kennard. 

The trouble started yesterday when a 
niece of Cromwell's, who lives with him, 
ran over to “Kennard’s, who lives next 
door, and asked him to protect her, stat- 
ing that the doctor had struck her and, 
she believed, would kill her.

OUTLAWRY IN OHIO 


Band of Robbers and Cutthroats Spread 
Terror in Meigs County. 


BURN BARNS—-WHIP WOMEN 


Posse Captures Five Suspects and Is 
After Others. 


CITIZENS ARM THEMSELVES FOR SAFETY 


Outlaws Destroyed Property, Killed 
Live Stock and Committed 
Other Daring Crimes. 


Pomeroy, O., July 26.—(Special.)—Fot 
months a band of Meigs county outlaws 
kas been committing burglary, highway 
robbery, arson, killing live stock and per- 
petrating other outlawry of the most viciqus 
nature. 

Men were é¢aken from their houses and 
whipped shamefully; women knocked down 
and their clothing taken from them. Barns 
with contents were burned, and for more 
than a month not a man who lives in the 
township could be found unarmed. 

In Middleport the outlaws were so numer- 
ous that 500 men carried guns, and in 
Pomeroy over 800 went armed. Broad day- 
light was no protection, and the population 
became cowed. 

The last big barn burned was that of 
Judge H. A. Kent, at Story’s Run, last Sun- 
day night. Two horses, three cows and a 
calf, all the wheat crops, harness and 
wagons, express wagons and farm imple- 
ments were all destroyed. 

The sheriff and a big posse are on the 
g0, and it is believed that many suspects 
will soon be in jail. The destruction of 
Kent’s barn is believed to have been the 
work of the barn-burning gang in that 
locality. Six barns and other valuable prop- 
erty have been burnd in that neighborhood. 
One belonging to Reuben Reed, one on the 
William Lindsey farm, two of T. A. 
Evans's, one of John Priode’s, and the 
Kent barn, besides many hay stacks. 

It has got so that every morning brings 
farth a sensation. Sunday morping wit- 
nessed the Kent fire, and Monday morning 
the news came that David Shaffer's store at 
Addison, Gallia county, had been burglar- 
ized. 

Hysell Run, this side of Rutland, is up in 
arms. Miss Myrtle Giles sold some cattle 
and went to. Harrisonville to get her pay. 
That night she and her mother, who live 
alone, half a mile away from the nearest 
neighbor, heard burglars trying to get in 
a window. A nephew who was there 
frightened the burglars away. Mrs. Giles 
and daughter have taken up their residence 
with a neighbor, and will not stay a home 
until the country is rid of the gan ich 
is keeping people awake of nights. Half a 
hundred horses have disappeared anc a 
considerable number hogs, sheep and 
calves. They were gathered together and 
shipped by boats that passed in the night 
to Cincinnati. f 

Every hardware store in the county has 
sold scores of revolvers. 

Three men held up a boy on the railroad 
near Dexter and got 2 cents. The boy was 
soundly slapped for not having more money. 
Yesterday Sheriff Ashworth and a posse 
went to the lower end of the county and 
brought in Charles Hersell, a young man. 
Later in the afternoon they landed Bert 
Frazier a young man from Silver Run. 
They then went to the old Horton boatyard 
and arrested Will Evans, a son of Thomas 
A. Evans, of the lower end of the county. 
A few moments later a deputy came in with 
T. A. Evans, the boy’s father. They were 
all in Jail at 6 o'clock, making five alto- 
gether, including Harry Wintz, who was 
put in some time ago. They protest their 
innocence. 

The hunt for the outlaws continues, and 
excitement is increasing. 


SIX MEN KILLED IN A RACE WAR 


Florida Whites and Negroes Are Arm- 
ing for Battle. 
Jacksonville, Fla., July 26.—Dispatches to 
The Times-l/nion from Jasper, Hamilton 
county, Florida, state that a race riot oc- 
curred last night fifteen miles northeast 
of there, in which six men were killed and 

eight persons wounded. 

Two of the latter are women. 
killed are said to be— 

Henry Jackson, Edward Sullivan, Ed- 
ward Johnson, white; Jim Solomon, Amos 
Campbell, Ike Mitchell, negroes. 

The names of the wounded have not been 
learned. 

The tragedy occurred at Haggard’s tur- 
pentine stil, where many negroes are em- 
ployed. The negroes gave a festival last 
night and while it was in progress a num- 
ber of white men intruded and the shoot- 
ing resulted. 

It is safd that the negroes are generally 
arming and a posse of whites left Jasper 
tonight for the scene of the tragedy.

CITIZENS ARE VERY INDIGNANT 


Desire That the Florida Newspaper 
Man Shall Be Released. 


HE IS NOW SUFFERING IN PRISON 


Editor Stockton Supplements the Pe- 
tition with a Strong and Fear- 
less Letter. 


Jacksonville, Fa., July 26.—A determined 
effort is being madeggo induce the United 
States government tv secute the relo13¢ 
of Ona Melton, the young American now 
confined by the Spaniards in Fort Cabanas. 
The citivens of Key West and Florida gen- 
erally are aroused and demand that this 
government shall do something to relieve 
-the young fellow. The people of Key West 
have petitioned Secretary Olney to act and 
they forwarded this petition to T. T. Stock- 
ton, general manager of The Times-Union, 
for transmission to Washington. 

With the petition Mr, Stockton fnclosed 
the following: 

Jacksonville, Fla., July 25, 1896.—Hon. 
Richard Olney, Secretary of State, 
Washington, D. C.: I inclose a petition 
which citizens of Key West have for- 
warded me for transmission, praying 
you to use your good offices to secure 
the release or more humane treatment 
of Ona Melton, the young American who 
Was captured by the Spaniards when 
they seized the schooner Competitor, 
and who has since been confined in Fort 
Cabanas, The petition is signed by near- 
ly two hundred of the most prominent 
citizens of Key West. 

I feel a deep interest in Melton, as 
he went to Cuba as the correspondent 
of The Times-Union. He had ro notion 
of serving in the army of the insurgents, 
but simply decided to get within their 
lines in order to furnish rellable news 
as to the situation in Cuba. I furnished 
the young man credentials as the repre- 

_ Sentative of The Times-Union and these 
credentials he should have had on _ his 
person when arrested by the Spantards, 

Under these circumstances it seems 
very hard for Melton to be compelled, 
first, to undergo the mental torture 
caused by a death sentence and then, 
that sentence having been suspended, 
to endure for months the horrors of an 
Over-crowded Spanish prison. 

I do not see that Melten Ys more cul- 
pable than Artist Dawley, of Harper's 
Weekly, or the correspondents of The 
New York papers who fell under the 
displeasure of the Spaniards and were 
arrested. 

Others Were Released. 

The correspondents were promptly re- 
leased on protest by the government, 
but Melton is allowed to remain immur- 
ed in-a dungeon with crimfnals and lep- 
ers and his release seems as far in 
the future as when he was first ar- 
rested. 

I have reliable information from Ha- 
Vana that the prisoner’s health is giving 
Way, and that unless he is released or 
his condition ameliorated he cannot live. 
If Melton is to be allowed to die by 
inches in a foul cell, it would have been 
more merciful to have permitted the 
Spaniards to carry out the sentence of 
the court martial and shoot him to 
death when he was captured. 

I write strongly about the matter be- 
cause, in common with the people of 
Florida, I feel strongly about it. There 
is a general demand throughout the 
State that something shall be done for 
Melton and if you can secure his re- 
lease or, failing in that, even a better- 
ment of his condition, I assure you that 
the present administration will have no 
more popular act to its credit. Very

The Story from Key West. 

Key West, Fla., July 24, 1896.—KFriends 
of Ona Melton in this city have been ac- 
tive during the past few days circulating 
@ petition addressed to the Hon. Richard 
Olney, secretary of state at Washington, 
requesting that officer to use his good 
offices with the Spanish authorities in 
Cuba toward securing the release of Mel- 
ton, who is now confined in the Cabanas 
fortress at Havana. 

It will be remembered that Ona Melton, 
who went to Cuba on the ill-fated schoon- 
er Competitor as a representative of Fhe 
Times-Union, was arrested aboard that 
vessel when she was captured by a Span- 
fish cruiser after having landed an expe- 
dition on the north coast under command 
of Colonel Monzon. The crew of the 
schooner were also apprehended and 
taken to Havana, where they were sub- 
sequently tried by a drumhead court mar- 
tial and sentenced to be shot for piracy. 
An energetic protest made by the late 
Consul General Willlams under instruc- 
tions from Washington, secured a tempo- 
rary reprieve for the prisoners, and the 
case, which assumed the character of an 

international complication, threatening 
at the time to involve the United States 

‘fn war with Spain, was referred to Madrid 

for revision. 

The Spanish home government has since 
ordered a new trial for the prisoners by 
“the civil courts, as provided by the terms 

of the protocol and treaty stipulations, 
but like all official matters on the island 

of Cuba, the trial may be put off indefinite- 
ly through red-tapeism. 
In a Vermine-Infested Cell. 

Meanwhile Melton, with the other pris- 
oners captured on the Competitor, is con- 
fined in the military fortress cf Cabanas, 
at the entrance to Havana harbor, in a 
little dark cell, reeking with filth and 
vermin and, as if to edd to the horror 
of their situation, a drain runs through 
the room, breeding pestilence and death. 
Twenty other prisoners of all colors and 
nationalities, and accused of every crime 
in the decalogue, are also huddled together 
within the narrow confines of the cell, and 
if reports reccived here lately are correct, 

-g@ leper has been thrown into the dungeon 
to increase the distress of the other pris- 
oners. 

The only offense committed by Melton 
was over-zealousness'in carrying out the 
instructions of his employers. As corre- 
spondent of The Times-Union, his aim 
was to get within the insurgent lines in 
order to furnish his paper with reliable 
news from the seat of war. He was not 
enrolled as a member of Monzon’s expedi- 
tion, and did not intend taking up arms 
against the Spanish government. His mis- 
—gfon to Cuba, as stated, was merely to 
supply his paper with Cuban correspond- 
ence ahd no evidence has been presented 
nor can any be shown to the contrary. 
e The late Consul General Williams, in 
view of these facts and on account of the

deavored to have his condition improved,

Key West, Fla., July 25, 1896.—To the 
Hon. Richard Olney, Secretary of State, 
Washington, D. C. Sir: The undersign- 
ed residents of the city of Key West, 
state of Florida, have the honor to in- 
vite your attention to the fact that 
Ona Melton, a native born citizen of the 
United States and correspondent of The 
Times-Union, a newspaper published at 
Jacksonville, Fla., who was a passenger 
on board the schooner Competitor when 
said vessel was captured by the Span- 
ish authorif®eB on the coast of Cuba, is 
now incarcerated in the Cabanas fort- 
ress at Havana, Cuba. 

Subsequent to his arrest and Incarcer- 
ation the said Ona Melton was tried by 
military courtmartial at the city of 
Havana, Cuba, in clear and open vio- 
lation of the treaty regulations, adjudg- 
ed ‘guilty of treason against the king- 
dom of Spain, and sentenced to death. 
Through the friendly intervention of the 
American government the aforesaid sen- 
tence has been temporarily suspended 
and is now held in abeyance. Mean 
while the said Ona Melton continues 
confined in a close, damp, unhealthy 
cell, reeking with filth and vermin, 
wherein are also twenty other prison- 
ers of all colors and conditions, charged 
with having committed the most hein- 
ous of crimes.

Jesup is going forward at a rapid 
rate, and new citizens are coming in all 
the time.

House is one of the young farmers of the 
Manor district, and for his pluck and en- 
ergy he deserves special mention.

POWERS STILL INERT 
Massacres and Outrage in Armenia 
Do Not Stop. 


TURKS CONTINUE CRUELTY 


No Hope for the Unfortunate Ones 


for the Present. 


M. LOSEE FOLLOWS M, HERBETTE 


Socialists Announce That Their Pro- 
gramme Is To Destroy Society 
and Existing Government. 


—— 


Berlin, July 26.—Count Goluchowski, Aus- 
trian minister of foreign affairs, returned 
to Ischl for the purpose of holding an in- 
terview with Emperor Francis Joseph after 
having had a conference with Prince Ho- 
henlohe, the German chancellor, at the 
latter’s chateau at Alt-Hausse, and reached 


Vienna on Thursday. 

On the dey of his return to Vienna Count 
Goluchowski had an interview with Count 
Nigra, the Italian ambassador to Austria, 
and since then Count Nigra has been 
summoned to Rome by the Marquis Viscon- 
ti-Venosta, the Italian minister of foreign 
affairs. These comings and goings of the 
diplomatic chiefs cannot be attributed to 
any other cause than the gravity of the 


situation in the east. 
A concert of the powers has failed to 


effect any good results, as has already 
been stated, and the events which are 
nuw taking place completely overwhelm di- 
plomacy. According to telegraphic ‘ad- 
viees received here yesterday the rising 
of the insurgants in Macedonia has become 


extremely formidable. 

A dispatch to the Vossische Zeitung says 
that the redifs (reserves) who have been 
called out under an irade from the sultan 
are showing a disposition to revolt in 
consequence of the fact that their pay is 
very much in arrears and the ratfons 
which are being issued to them are very 
bad in quality and very small in quantity. 
A special dispatch received by the Neue 
Frele Presse from Salonica on Thursday 
says that the statements made by the 
Turkish officials concerning the situation 
are all calculated to conceal the desperate 
condition of affairs in Macedonia. 

Seriousness in the Situation. 

Hard fighting is going on almost every 
day at Drumnitzserres and all points in the 
Perim mountains. The Turkish reserves at 
Prizrend Preshtima and elsewhere in that 
section are being equipped and sent to the 
front as rapidly as possible. Even 
this force has not been found sufficient 
to. make :a@p headway against the ¢&surrec- 
tion which, under the influence of the 
successes already achieved by the insur- 
gents in the field, is becoming stronger 
every duy. 

Stimulated by these and similar reports, 
semPofticial newspaper organs like The 
North German Gazette and The Cologne 
Gazette are taking a more definite tone in 
their articles commenting upon the gravity 
of the situation. The North German Ga- 
zette reproduces an article from The Co- 
logne Gazette which declares that unless 
the powers interfére in an. energetic way 
instead of submitting proposals to the 
porte, the troubles in Crete and Macedonta 
will never end. 

The Reichsbote (conservative) publishes 
a letter written by a German lady living 
at Monastir, wherein the writer narrates 
atrocities which are practiced there every 
day without the slightest attempt at in- 
terference on the part of the authorities, 

Among the horrors of which the lady 
treats in her communication she details 
the fact of Turks outraging Macedonian 
women and girls publicly in the streets, 
before the eyes of thefr husbands and par- 
ents. This letter has stirred up a strong 
feeling of public indignation here, more, in 
fact, than the remoter massacres and out- 
rages in Armenia. 

The Reichsbote in an article accompany- 
ing the letter appeals to the powers to 
cease their jealousies and interfere in 
behalf of the Macedonians and Cretans in 
the interest of humanity. 

The Bismarckian organs, on the other 
hand, are strongly opposed to any policy 
of interference on the part of Germany. 
The Neuste Nachrichten declares that the 
powers must continue in their agreement 
to maintain Turkish rule In Crete and Ma- 
cedonia, which the insurgents are trying 
to shake off. If they continue their ef- 
forts to throw off the Turkish yoke, the 
paper adds, they must suffer the conse- 
quences. Europe cannot stake the peace 
of the world on their account. 

France’s Unlucky Diplomats. 

The case of M Herbette, formerly 
French ambassador to Germany, who was 
recently recalled from Berlin by his gov- 
ernment on account of his imperial and so- 
cial disfavor here, is paralleled by the 
case of M. Losee, French ambassador to 
Austria. 

M. Losee’s career as an attorney’s clerk 
and a police official, which became known 
in Vienna, injured his chances of being ac- 
cepted in society at the very outset, and 
his defective manners exposed him to no 
end of ridicule. Mme. Losee, his wife, 
was far more refined than he, and made 
a social success, but Austrian aristocracy, 
which is extremely exclusive, would not 
tolerate M. Losee. He made a complete 
failure as a diplomat, and has now been 
recalled. 

They’xre Against Him. 

Dr. Luetgenan, the socialist deputy in the 
reichstag, in a speech delivered to the so- 
cialists of Essen yesterday, declared that 
the socialists had no definite programme, 
their primary object being to destroy the 
existing society and government. 

When the downfall of these institutions 
had been achieved, then the soctalists 
would formulate a platform upon which 
they would build. 

The Vorwaerts, the leading socialist or- 
gan, declares that the delegates comprising

‘DR. WOOLSEY IRRESPONSIBLE. 
Physicians Say That the Aged Man’s 
Mental Condition Is Serious. 
What Martin Says. 


Fayetteville, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)—The 
Wooisey scandal is the discussion of the 
several nearby counties. 

Woolsey is a little place of probably 
200 souls. Dr. I, G, Woolsey was the 
pioneer of the place. He came to Fayette 
county from Henry county twenty-five 
years 3g0. He has beén a minister of the 
gospel for more than thirty years and has 
served many Baptist churches in this part 
of the state, and always with perfect 
satisfaction to his flocks. Never since ne 
has been in this county, until a few days 
ago, has any one dared bring the slightest 
charge against his character. 

Dr. Woolsey is also a physician of some 
note, He has beer’practicing medicine for 
thirty or ferty years. | 

No man in Fayette county is held in 
higher esteem by all classes of people 
than Dr. I. QC. Woolsey. And yet there 
seems to be little doubt that in his dotage 
he was guilty of the indiscretion charged. 
Until he was beaten by Mr. C. W. Mar- 
tin he was attending to his business, to 
@ casual observer, with as much ease as 
for many years, 

But his most intimate friends have real- 
ized for some time that he has not been 
well balanced mentally, or at least, that 
there were peculiarities not in conformity 
with his usual habits. 

In speaking ‘of the affair this morning, 
Dr. G. W. Wallace, of Fayetteville, the 
attending physician, said: 

“Although I was not calléd in to see 
Dr, Woolsey until he was hurt, and knew 
Ifttle of ris physical or mental state, I am 
now convinced beyond any doubt that for 
some time the doctor has been a mental 
and physical wreck, Drs. W. J. Blalock, 
of Atlanta; M. B. Drewry, of Griffin; E. 


Gabrell, Nona Gabrell, Brook Station; 
iN. J. Grizzard, J. E. Tucker, Fayetteville, 
who have been called in consultation, agree 
with ms fully on this point. There is no 
dissenting opinion. The blows réceived by 
the doctor simply hastened the crisis in 
nis diseases. He has lost fifty pounds of 
flesh during the past two or three years. 
If he wrote the ncte to Mrs. Martin he was 
not responsible for what he did. 

“Dr. Woolsey now answers all ordinary 
questions, but his mind wanders, and 
he has no collected thoughts. He 
is growing weaker constantly, though we 
hope he may yet rally.”’ 

Martin Makes a Statement. 

C. W. Martin, the husband of Mrs. Mar- 
tin who received the letter, was very much 
excited when approached concerning the 
affair. He spoke quite freely. He said: 

“My wife gave me the letter that Dr. 
Woolsey wrote her. He hid the letter 
under a rock and told a negro where to 
go for it, and to bring it to my wife. The 
negro did so and my wife gave it to me. 
My father went with me to Dr. Woolsey’s 
store and we called him out. I showed him 
the letter and asked him if he wrote it. 
He looked over it and without answering 
said to my father: ‘Sam, let me see you 
privately a minute." They stepped to one 
side, and after a few minutes’ conversa- 
tion returned to me, and my father said: 
‘Charley, Dr. Woelsey says he wrote the 
letter to your wife.’ I did not wait for 
anything else, but struck Dr. W oolsey 
three times with my first, knocking him 
down. I do not believe I struck him hard 
enough to injure him, and I believe he was 
perfectly at himself. There can be no doubt 
that Dr. Woajsey wrote the letter. It ts 
his writing, and almost every man who 
has seen it will swear to it. 

“I want to tell you what one of the most 
responsible men of this town said to me. 
He said that he happened to be in sight 
of my home at the time the note was de- 
livered and gaw my wife on the veranda 
when sbe received thé note. At that téne 
he saw Dr. Woolsey standing on the il- 
road in sight of my home, waving his 
handkerchief as if trying to attract the 
attention of some one in the direction of 
my house. This gentleman states that 
my wife paid no attention to the signals, 
even if she noticed them. I believe Dr. 
Wools®y had willfully tried to destroy the 
peace of my family, and I was simply try- 
ing to defend my wife’s honor. Any man 
would have done the same.”

SILVER IN MAJORITY 


Maine Men Wanted Their Candidate To 
Accept Free Coinage. 
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HE REFUSES AND WITHDRAWS 


Sentiment Is Overwhelmingly Against 
the Gold Standard. 


GUBERNATORIAL CANDIDATE GIVES REASONS 


_ 


Says He Was Nominated on a Gold 
Platform and Will Not Accept 
a Change 


Portiand, Me., July 26.—A letter of with- 
drawal was given out tonight by Hon. Ed- 
ward B. Winslow, of this city, who last 
month was n@minated as the democratio 
candidate for governor. It reads as fol- 
lows: 

Hon. Charles F. Johnson, Hon. 8. 
G. Gordon and Hon. John W. Deering 
—Gentlemen:- Your letter of June sth 
informing me of the action of the demo- 
cratic state convention, held in Port- 
land on June 17th, which made me the 
unanimous choice of the convention as 
candidate for governor to be voted for 
at the approaching election, was duly 
received, and in reply would say while 
I deeply feel the honor conferred upon 
me and am profoundly grateful to the 
democrats of Maine for the confidence 
they placed in me, in placing me in nom- 
ination as their standard-bearer, I de- 
ferred answering this letter until after 
the national convention, held at Chica- 
go July 17th. I regret very much the 
complications which have arisen, which 
will make it impossible for me to se6 
my way clear to accept this nomina- 
tion so kindly extended me. 

The platform adopted by the state 
convention, which declared for a single 
gold standard, is plain, and it was upon 
that platform that I was nominated, 
and I could not, even if I so desired, 
have accepted this nomination under 
other circumstances than to stand firm- 
ly upon the platform made by the dem- 
ocratic party of Maine. The democrat- 
ic national convention adopted 4 
platform declaring for the _ free 
and unlimited coinage of silver 
and there was ae strong press- 
ure brought to bear to have me an- 
nounce myself in favor of the national 
convention, which I do not consider 
was right to do in accepting the nomi- 
nation, as it was tendered to me by 
the state convention. 


Silver in Majority. 


There have been many expressions 
on the part of the democrats of Maine 
in regard to my duty, but it has been 
plain to me at all times that there 
was but one thing for me to do, and 
that was to stand firmly by the Maine 
platform, 

Since the democratic national conven- 
tion it has been thought advisable to 
hold some meetings of conference with 
members of the state committee and 
teading members of the democratic 
party that full and free expressions 
might be obtained and it was plainly 
shown that a wide difference of opin- 
ion existed, and many of the democrats 
of Maine thought it nfy duty to come 
forward and indorse the democratic 
national platform, 

I have given no expression up to the 
present time as to what I should do, 
but have given the matter a great deal 
of thought and study, and see but one 
thing for me to do, and stand as I wish 
to with the people of Maine, and that 
is to decline the nomination so kindly 
tendered me, and I assure you that 
no one regrets this more than I do. It 
is very evident, from the free expres- 
sions of opinion, that if I wish to se- 
cure the democratic party I shall be 
obliged to harmonize with both gold 
and silver platforms, and that I cannot 
do under any circumstances.

The company owns 
some valuable mining properties and Is in 
the mining business on a big scale. While 
in the northwest Mr. Brownlee visited the

“Trail creek is the biggest gold camp 
in the world today,’’ he remarked. *“*It 
is 100 miles nerth of Spokane, Wash. The 
gold ore theré is abundant and is paying 
handsomely. Barney Barnato’s agents 
have just been up there and they report 
favorably on it. The field is richer than 
south Africa. A railroad runs up there. 
Hinesey, of Butte, has put up a big smelter 
there that cost a million dollars, and it is 
only a toy. One company paid $135,000 in 
dividends the first ninety days. Mining 
stock that could have been bought for 10 
cents a suare not long ago is now selling 
for $5." 

Of Cripple Creek, Mr. Brownlee _re- 
marked: ‘‘It is a good camp to keep away 
from. Over $100,000,000 has been put in 
there and only $8,000,000 has been taken 
Out so far." 

He is up in the mining business. He 
made some inquiries about the general 
character of the rocks and veins and the 
method of mining and milling in Georgia. 
In one respect he will not be disappointed. 
He knows that the gold properties in this 
state have not been well developed. 

“Experienced nfiners are not going to 
pay much for undeveloped property,” he 
stated. “They would rather give $200,000 
for a property showing an abundance of 
ore than to pay §2,000 for surface indica- 
tions. The percentage of paying gold 
properties to the developments made is 
very small and purchasers do not care 
to lose time and money experimenting.” 

Mr. Brownlee goes today to north Geor- 
gia to see some properties of which he 
has heard.

ONE OF SPURGEON’S ANECDOTES. 


A Story Which the Great London 
Preacher Was Fond of Telling. 
Some years ago I was in a hotel in Paris 
and to my great delight found Mr. Spur- 
geon one wet afternoon in a smoking room. 
He was attending a religious conference, 
says The Realm, and was accompanied by 
a hind of bodyguard of elders and dea- 
cons, one or two of whom constantly 
watched him. Fortunately for the men 
none. of them smoked, and when they 
mounted their usual watch he literally 
choked them off in a few minutes. I was, 
therefore, his sole audience on two or three 
occasions. I have known most of the good 
conversationists and raconteurs of my 
time, but, except, perhaps, Robert Louis 
Stevenson, he was by far the best. I under- 
stand that a biography of Mr. Spurgeon 
has lately appeared, but I have not seen 
it, and doubt if the author has preserved 
the following anecdote, which I venture to 
write down, as nearly as I can remember 

it, in his own words: 

“You wouldn’t guess what a calling I 
wanted to follow. I wanted to be a whip- 
per-in of hounds. Yes; there was never a 
meet near where I was brought up without 
my attending, and many a long run I had, 
often across plowed fields, and many a 
time I was in at the death. I could not do 
it now,” and then he looked at his ample 
waistcoat and laughed. I never heard a 
more pleasant laugh, nor one more sympa- 
thetic or infectious. He continued: 

“You wouldn’t guess how I came to be 
a smooker. When I was sixteen {I went 
to my father and told him there was a 
vacancy, and that I should like to go in 
for it. ‘A vacancy for what” he asked. 
‘For a whipper-in of hounds, and I should 
be sure to get it.” He answered, very sol- 
emnly, ‘Charles, my son, you shall be a 
whipper-in of souls,’ and he sent me down 
into the fen country to preach in the vil- 
lages. When I came home I developed a 
violent cold, with a good deal of fever and 
some twinges of rheumatism. 

“I told my father all my experiences— 
how I had been receitved—how they had 
crgwded in—but there was one thing in par- 
ticular that I dwelt on. I had observed 
in every cottage that the old people sat in 
the chimney corners, and that the table 
before me was ornamented with two long 
pipes crossed between two jars of tobacco 
and two hymn books. At one of these 
meetings, just as I was about to speak, 
an old man took up and filled a pipe, and 
then, drawing a hot cinder from the fire, 
proceeded to offer it to me. I gave him a 
look intended to wither him, for I allowed 
no levity’—here another laugh. “ ‘I see,’ 
said my father, ‘how you have acquired 
that heavy cold." When I was better I 
started out on another tour, but before I 
left home my father said, in his most im- 
pressive tones: ‘Charles, my son, if they 
fill and light a pipe for you, smoke it: if 
they don't, fill and Nght it yourself. And 
in any case don’t keep them from their 
tobacco.

GEORGIA BUILT BOATS 


Maine’s Great Industry Is To Be Soon 
Tried at Brunswick, 


MUCH MONEY CAN BE SAVED 


Investigation Shows That Ships Can 
Be Constructed Cheaper at Home 
Than East. 


Brunswick, Ga., July %.—(Special.)—Cap- 
tain William M. Tupper, one of the recent 
purchasers of the Cumberland Route linge 
of steamboats, which ply between Bruns- 
wick, Cumberland Island and Fernandina, 
Fla., has just returned from a trip east, 
where he went in the interest of his com 
pany to arrange for the purchase of a new 
steamboat to put on the line. 

Captain Tupper visited every ship bulld- 
ing port of any consequence in the east 
and after.a careful investigation has come 
to the conclusion that his firm can build « 
stemboat in Brunswick out of wood taken 
from Georgia forests at from $2,000 to $3,000 
under what they would have to pay for 
one similarly constructed in the eastern 
shipyards. 

Captain Tupper is originally from Maine, 
the greatest ship building state in the 
union. Previous to his permanent location 
in Brunswick he was for many years mas- 
ter of an ocean-going sail vessel. His 
knowledge of what is required in a boat 
is, therefore, worth something, and his ex- 
pressed belief that Georgia products are 
worthy of ship builders’ attention is enti- 
tled to consideration, 

The steamer he intends building will be 
larger than the City of Brunswick, so well 
known to passengers on the Cumberland 
Route. It will be a passenger boat with 
the usual freight accommodations and will 
cost about $25,000. The timbers will be of 
oak, planking of pine and finishing of cy- 
press, all taken from Georgia's timber 
lands and prepared for use here in Bruns- 
wick. Men experienced in the shipbuilder’¢ 
art will be brought from Maine to direct 
the work, but labor from home will predom- 
inate in its construction. 

The increasing patronage of the Cumber- 
land Route, due to the island resort and 
the handling of all Florida freight from the 
Mallory line steamships, makes it necessary 
to have a new steamboat within a few 
months, and the work of construction will 
soon begin. 


MORE MONEY FOR COLUMBUS. 


Big Fertilizer Mill To Be Erected. 


Eagle and Phenix Report. 
Columbus, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)—An- 
other large fertilizer works will soon be 
added to Columbus’ large number of in- 
dustries. The deal for the site has just 
been closed, and work on the buildings, 
where the manufacture of fertilizers and 
acids of a high grade will be carried on, 
will be commenced soon, The location is 
about a mile east of the city, on the 
Southwestern railroad. 

The gentleman who is the head of the 
firm igs Mr. J. W. Huger, of Savannah, 
and he is backed up by prominent capital- 
ists in tMat city, and also in Baitimore, 
Md. He has been in the city some days, 
and yesterday closed the trade with L. 
H. Chappell for ten acres of land; and the 
plant will be in operation by the Ist of 
November. There will be seventy-five 
hands employed, and the output of the fac- 
tory will be very large. |

The chamber of commerce and the en- 
tire business community are up in arms 
against this threatened discrimination, and 
do not intend to submit to it without re- 
sorting to every possible remedy to prevent 
it. President Rogers, of the chamber of 
commerce. has wired Commissioner Haines 
on the subject. If Macon is not treated 
equitably in the matter she will go into 
the courts, if necessary, to retain her 
righfs. If the state railway commission 
or Commissioner Haines does not place Ma- 
con on an equal basis with Atlanta, Ma- 
con will probably take the question before 
Judge Emory Speer, of the United States 
court, and ask for an injunction to restrain 
Commissioner Haines from issuing the dis- 
criminating rates. The injunction could be 
asked for on the ground that the interstate 
commerce law was about to be violated by 
the Central railroad giving Atlanta a lower 
rate than Was granted Macon, the goods 
for Atlanta by the Central having to go 
right through Macon to get to Atlanta. 
The interstate commerce law prohibits such 
tactics. The injunction would, no doubt, 
find favor in the eyes of Judge Speer, for 
he is on record against the present system 
of railroad consolidation now prevailing in 
this state. Macon merchants are determ- 
ined to be heard from in this matter of 
discrimination.

COSBY PAID THE SMALL FINES 


Then Took the Prisoners to His Farm 
in Alabama. 


AN ARREST BRINGS OUT THE WHOLE STORY 


Will Brown Thought He Saw the Man 
Who Abducted Him, but He 
Was Wrong. 


Columbus, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)—In a 
justice court here Will Brown, a young 
negro of this place, on Thursday last, 
swore out a warrant against George Cos- 
by, a white man, of Tallapoosa county, 
Alabama, on the charge of kidnaping. He 
clainred that Cosby had carried him from 
Columbus to the Cosby convict camp in 
that county, near Dadeville, two years 
ago, and there detained him against his 
will, He finally escaped from the con- 
vict farm, he says. Thursday he saw a 
man whom he thought to be Cosby, and 
promptly swore out a warrant against 
him for kidnaping. The man was ap- 
proached by a bailiff but was the wrong 
man, 

The tneident recalls Brown's startling 
story: 

Two years ago this spring a negro boy 
named Will Brown, about nineteen years 
of age, entered the room of a well-known 
legal firm of the city in quest of legal as- 
sistance, and told the following story: 

One Gay in March, 1894, Brown was ar- 
raigned in the recorder’s court on some 
charge of violation of somre city ordinance 
and was sent up for several days’ im- 
prisonment on the city chaingang. He 
did not have the money to pay his fine, 
and so he was committed to the chain- 
gang. 

But it so happened that it was his luck 
not to have to work on the Columbus 
chaingang at least. When he was com- 
mitted to tMe chaing>ng a white man 
called there and made a proposition to 
him and his companions in misery. It 
was to pay their fines in case they would 
work a ew days on his plantation. The 
prisoners were overjoyed at the prospect 
of liberty aid Brown, with two or three 
other negroes, availed themselves of the 
offer. So the accomnrodating stranger, 
who said his name was Cosby, paid their 
fines and they left the gang. 

The negroes had supposed that the farm 
was on the Georgia side, and were, there- 
fore, surprised when the man placed them 
on the Opelika train, saying tiat his 
plantation was up that way. On the 
way to Opelika the man pulled a flask of 
whisky and induced them to take a 
drink all around. When they got to 
Opelika they didn’t get off and the ne- 
groes, becoming suspicious, asked where 
the farm was located. The man told 
them that it was only a few more miles 
up the road, and they traveled on. Along 
about Goodwater, somewhere, the train 
stopped at a regular station. 

At this point several men entered the 
car in which the negroes were. seated, 
and to the intense astonishnrent of the 
darkies handcuffed them. They were led 
out of the train and carried to the Cosby 
convict farm in Tallapoosa county, a few 
miles from Dadeville. They were placed 
to work on the farm as convicts. They 
did their work under the surveillance of 
armed guards, and bloodhounds were kept 
on hand to track down any who might 
escape. But the negroes were very strict- 
ly watched, and they had. little chance to 
do so. 

At night they slept in a corral-like ar- 
rangement, from which escape was im- 
possible. 

The Columbus prisoners were virtually 
slaves. Nothing was said to them about 
being released, notwithstanding they soon 
worked out the payment of their Columbus 
fines, paid by Cosby. They were prac- 
tically prisoners and saw no hope of 
being released from the place. 

Finally, after they had been there sev- 
eral weeks Brown effected his escape. He 
was sent. down to a branch to water a 
horse and thought the opportunity a good 
one to make a dash for liberty. He did 
so. As soon as his flight was discovered 
bloodhounds were placed on his track. 
The negro finally mrade his escape, how- 
ever, and in time reached Georgia in 
safety. 

Brown told his story with an earnestness 
and directness that greatly impressed 
the attorneys. No legal steps were taken 
against the proprietors of the convict 
farm at the time. 

That was two years ago. When, there- 
fore, Brown on Thursday rushed into the 
office of Justice Lennard, who was per- 
fectly acquainted with the detaile of the 
story, and said that Cosby was in the 
city, and that he wanted to swear out a 
warrant against Cosby, charging him with 
kidnaping, the judge granted his. re- 
quest with alacrity. As above stated, it 
was a case of mistaken identity. 

“If he had been Costay, and the facts 
had been made to appear before me as 
already related by the negro, I would 
surely have bound him over,’ remarked 
Justice Lennard with emphasis, yester- 
day. 

Brown also told the story of two ne- 
groes living near the farm who claimed 
that they were asked to carry some horses 
to the place, and that when they got 
there they were seized and imprisoned with 
the rest of the convicts. 

W. B. Cosby is proprietor of the farnr, 
where both county convicts and private 
laborers are worked.

Mammoth Springs, Ark., July 26.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Rev. Joe Jones, of Cartersville, Ga,, 
who is engaged in holding a series of meet- 
ings in this city, was assaulted just after 
the services last night and knocked sense- 
less. 

John Steinaman, his assailant, a citizen of 
Missouri, was immediately piaced under 
arrest and is now held for trial with a 
charge against him of assault with intent 
to kill. Rev. Jones addressed an audience 
at a picnic held here yesterday by the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union and 
deaounced the whisky folks in no uncer- 
tain language, and just after the services 
last night the attempt was made to assas- 
einate him. The weapon used was a load- 
ed whip. Fortunately the full force of the 
blow was not received by Jones or it 
would undoubtedly have killed him. He 
was able to preach today and will recover

Athens, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)—The force 
of hands now at work upon the campus 
are turning their attention to the preserva- 
tion of an oll oak tree that is inseparably 
conne>ted with the traditions of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

Other giant oaks have decayed beneath 
the touch of time, but this old tree re- 
mains. It is the famous “Bob Toombs 


‘oak,”” well known to all the graduates of 


the university. 

There is a tradition that links the name 
of Robert Toombs to this old oak tree. 
Many believe the story t» be true, and it 
has furnished food for many an article 
and many an anecdote in college circles. 

It is sald that young Toombs was one 
of the chosen speakers of the junior class 
at commencement and that just before 
the closs of the college session he was 
expelled from the university. 

Nevertheless on junior day, while the 
chapel was filled with visitors and the 
young orators were holding forth, Toombs, 
who had been denied the privilege of 
speaking on the college stage, took his 
position under the spreading boughs of 
this great oak and delivered a memorable 
speech that had the effect of drawing the 
crowd from the chapel and leaving the 
orators there to speak to empty benches. 

From that day to this the old tree has 
been known as the “Toombs oak.’ No 
denial of the incident by General Toombs 
himself is on record, 

Just two weeks after the death of Gen- 
eral Toombs in 1885, a bolt of lightning de- 
scended upon this venerable*king of the 
forest and split one entire side offen. It 
began to die by degrees until now only a 
portion of the trunk about twenty feet 
high remains, with a few straggling 
branches here and there,

old oak as long as possible and will have 
erected around it a granite wall. The 
space around the tree will be filled with 
rich earth and ivy will be planted near by 
that will wind around it and preserve it.

Alabama Republicans May Ask Him To 
Drop oun of the Race. 


JOHNSTON’S ELECTION SURE 


Huntsville Wants Senator Hundley To 
Resign—A Negro Riot Ends 
in Death. 


Montgcmery, Ala., July %.-—(Special.)—A 
movement has been set on foot in the ranks 
of the republican party in this state to as- 
eemnble a republican state mass meeting 
and annul the agreement to support Good- 
wyn and the populist state ticket in the 
elections next Monday. 

The several republicans who were seen 
here today denied any positive «nowledge 
of the movement, but intimated that they 
would be very glad to participate in it. Ona 
of them said: 

“The only objection I have to the pre- 
posed action is that it !s umnecessary. 
Scarcely a corporal’s guard of republicans 
will vote for Goodwyn. I think it would be 
well enough to put the party on record as 
against Goodwyn, however.” 

“We are certainly justified in throwing 
the populists overboard,” suggested an- 
other. “The action of the populist and 
democratic national conventions proves out 
Nathan Alexander’s (colored) definition of 
& populist, as ‘a sort of democrat.’ I think 
we ought to repudiate th-= action of the 
national people’s party by withdrawing our 
promise of support to their state ticket. 
Goodwyn does not stand any chance of 
eiection, anyway.’’ 

A number of prominent republicans here 
have been asked for their opinion as to the 
probable national effect of the nomination 
of Mr. Bryan by the populists. For some 
reason they are all as dumb as oysters. 
One thing is evident, and that ts that they 
are not a bit pleased. 


Three Negroes Killed. 


Three negroes were killed in a shooting 
bee at Letahatchee yesterday. 

Two of them, Dave Gunter and Burnett 
Means, got into an altercation as to whose 
ride it was on a flying jenny. Friends of 
each ran up and a general fight ensued, in 
which pistols were freely used, about one 
hundred shots being fired. At the final 
round-up Gunter Means and Jerry Gilmer 
and another negro, were found to have been 
killed, and several others were wounded. 

The Webb brothers, the toughest negro 
family in that section, figured prominently 
in the melee, it is said, and did most of the 
killing. The affair is being looked into by 
the peace officers of the county. 


Want Hundley To Resign. 

Hon. Oscar R. Hundley, of Madison, hav- 
ing left the democratic party and gone 
over to the republicans, it is insisted that 
it ts now in order for him to resign the 
senatorshtp from the Huntsville district, 
or to at least submit to the people of his 
district whether they desire him as their 
representative or some one else. He was 
elected as a free silver democrat two years 
ago, but senators in the Alabama assembly 
serve for four years. It is evident from the 
kicking that Is being done in Madison that 
Mr. Hundley is not now the choice of the 
people there. 

Found the Boy’s Skeleton. 

About a year ago an eight-year-old son 
of a Tuscaloosa county farmer named Par- 
s0ns disappeared, and a diligent search fail- 
ed to discover any trace of him. Yesterday 
a man was hunting about five miles from 
the Parsons farm when he discovered, lying 
in a lonely spot, the skeleton of the child. 
The tattered garments identi&ied the re- 
mains as those of Walter Parsons, und the 
skeleton was buried in the Parsons family 
burial ground. How the boy came to his 
death is not known. 


Governor Oates Working in Limestone. 

Governor Oates made a great speech for 
democracy at Athens, Ala., yesterday. The 
governor is more popular in Limestone than 
any other public man of the state, and 
always receives a rousing reception there. 
It was near Athens that he met In joint 
debate just two years ago and so complete- 
ly demolished Captain Kolb, reducing a 
populist majority of something like 1,200 to 
about 400 in the late state election. There 
now appears to be no doubt that the 
county will go safely for Johnston in Au- 
gust, and Governor Oates’s good work 
there will have much to do with the result. 


HON. T. &. M. BLOODWORTH DEAD 


Once State Senator and Twice a Rep- 
resentative—Paralysis the Cause. 
Forsyth, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)—Hon. 
T. S. M. Bloodworth died Saturday evening 
at 7 o’clock after an illness of four days 
at the residence of his son, Solicitor Gen- 

eral O. H. B. Bloodworth. 

Mr. Bloodworth was stricken with par- 
alysis and was in a precarious @ndition 
up to the hour of his death. 

Mr. Bloodworth was one of the oldest 
and most highly esteemed citizens of this 
county.

TROUBLE IS OVER 


Lindale Cotton Mills Are Now Running 
on Fall Time. 


EASTERN AGENT IN ROME 


Negroes Were Hired Only for Menial 
Work—Thompson’s Trial Be- 
gins Today. 


Rome, Ga., July 2.—(Special.)—The 
trouble with the employes of the Massa- 
chusetts cotton mills, at Lindale, is ended 
and 800 of the 1,000 looms are running, four 
carloads of cloth being shipped per week to 
eastern markets. | 

W. 8S. Southworth, agent of the mills, ar- 
rived in the city yesterday on a tour of in- 
Spection “The trouble has been verv 
much exaggerated,” said he, in speaking of 
the discharge of a number of employes be- 
cause they kicked against working in the 
mills with negro employes. “I am quite 
in sympathy, since the erection 
of these mills has brought me 
here often enough to get some acquaint- 
ance with the subject, with the general 
southern feeling against the introduction of 
the negro with white labor indoors, particu- 
larly where women and children are em- 
ployed. But there are certain tasks about 
a cotton mill which are delegated by gen- 
eral consent tn a large majority of south- 
ern mills under southern managers to 
negroes. 

“There are, besides roustabout work and 
the like, the scrubbing of floors, oiling the 
shafting and transferring the material from 
place to place in the building. For all in- 
door work, except the scrubbing, we have 
preferred white labor, but fn the case of 
men to oi] the shafting, we have not been 
able to get people to stay on the work. In 
an emergency, therefore, we followed the 
common course and put two negroes at the 
work, one only as a temporary hand to 
care for a hot box. No white man was dis- 
charged or displaced dy our action, and 
there -was no motive except to keep the 
mill {n operation. 

“Certain references have been made to 
Sunday work done here. I have been in the 
cotton mill management for many years, 
and I started out to avoid Sunday work 
entirely. But the question frequently comes 
up of making certain changes or repairs, 
such as involve boilers, engines or shafting, 
and requiring daylight, on Sunday.’’ 

The Physician Won. 

A very peculiar case was tried in. the 
superior court yesterday, and last night the 
jury brought in a verdict in favor of the 
plaintiff, Dr. R. P. Cox. 

Dr. Cox, a young physician of Rome, 
was employed in the family of Mr. O’Brien, 
A bill for $72 was rendered by. Dr. Cox, 
and O’Brien refused to pay it and suit was 
brought. The defense was malpractice and 
neglect but was not eustained by the tes- 
timony, and the jury rendered a verdict of 
$35 for Dr. Cox. :

A Question of Principle. 

In twa southern states the populist 
leaders have put the rank and file of 
their party in a position which renders 
it inevitable that either the leaders or 
the principles for which the party con- 
tends must be repudiated. 

In both Alabama and Texas the pop- 
ulist leaders are conducting a campaign 
of open alignment with the republicans. 
In North Carolina the republican-popu- 
list fusion carried the state two years 
ago, but be it said to the credit of the 
populist leaders of that state, the bold 
announcement of thd republicans %n 
favor of the maintenance of the single 
gold standard has so disgusted the-pop- 
wlists with their former allies that the 
fusion of two yeas ago will not be re- 
peated this year, though in North Caro- 
lina, like in Alabama and Texas, there 
‘are leaders who are seeking to stultify 
their party by making the sacrifice of 
principle which is imvolved in a fusion 
‘with the gold Standard forces. ©The 
‘masses of thé populists in North Caro- 
lina have, however, taken the matter in 
‘hand, and many of the leaders of the 
‘party are co-operating to avert the inev- 
itable disaster which would follow from 
a fusion in behalf of the single gold 
standard. 

‘In’ Texas the populist leaders have 
been in active negotiation with the re- 
publicans, and the fusion deal for a 
division of offices had been practically 
consummated before the assembling of 
the St. Loys convention. This accounts 
for the violent attitude of the Texas 
delegation in opposition to the accept- 
ance of Bryan. The Texans were the 
most violent and radical of all of the 
**middle of the roaders,” and even after 
the conventionshad completed its work 
they organized ah independent move- 
ment and endeavored to nominate an- 
other ticket, without success. }There was 
not an hour during .the prog @es of the 
convention ‘in. which the Texas. dele- 
gation was not ready to 8sacrifice the 
principles of the party and to openly 
consort with the paid emissaries of the 
McKinley-Hanna trust—to. defeat the 
effort to bring about a union of ail the 
free coinage forces in order that a solid 
array might be presented against the 
republican enemy. Instead of opposing, 
they were at St. Louis as the under- 
strappers and assistants of the men who 
were seeking to create confusion in the 
populist ..ranks,. that. the .republicans 
might get the benefit growing out of 
the discontent thus created. It is a 
well-known fact that the republican ma- 
chine bas been actively at work since 
the national democratic convention at 
Chicago to prevent the populists from 
following the natural inclination to lend 
their gupport to the free coinage candi- 
dates. 
at St. Loyis not only in the capacity of 
lobbyists, but in the more effective role 
ef. members. of -the convention. They 
found willing co-adjutors in the delexa- 
tion from Texas, which, inspired by the 

‘hope of a populist-republican fusion in 
that state, interposed vehement o!jecticn 
to a union with the democrats, which 
would disconcert the prearranged plan 
to deliver the Texas populists ints the 
republican gold standard camp. ‘lhey 
were only, partially successful, prevent- 
ing the acceptance of the whole demo- 
‘eratic ticket, but finding themselves 
powerless to stem the tide whica de- 
-gmanded the naming of Bryan.

This bas aiready 
een virtually repudiated by the rank 
and file of the populists, who will sup- 
port Johnston in preference to tle fusion 
nominee, Goodwyn, whose election would 
be in effect a surrender to the repub- 
licans and an indorsement of the tingle 
gold standard, the defense of this ini- 
guitous policy being the chief bulwark 
bebind which the republicaus have beei 
“forced to make their fight, 1t would

and the enthronement of black domina-

fore the country, and jhat is ths demand 

for currency reform. On. tie one side 
are.the republicans and on the other 
the democrats and‘tue populists. Any 
affiliation with the repubiicaas by either 
democrats or populists is a combination 
against the people and in the interest of 
the single gold standard. Such co-cp- 
eration is repulsive to the principies pro- 
mulgated by both the democratic and 
populist platforms, and those who de- 
fend it do so at the avowed sacrifice of 
the cardinal principles underlying both 
the democratic and the populist organi- 
zations. 

We do not believe that the rank and 
file of the populists in a singe state of 
the union can be induced to become 
tools of the money power aad v.itiing 
instruments in behalf of the singe gold 
standard; and for this reason we are 
confident that every proposition for co- 
operation with the republicans will be 
overwhelmingly and indiguantly repu- 
diated. 

Alabama will be the first state to act, 
its election taking place on August 3d. 
The success of the deocmitic nominee, 
Who will receive the support of tuous- 
ands of populists holding principle above 
office, will mean that Alabama leads 
the charge against the embattlements 
of the single gold standard. It will en- 
courage all those who nave risen against 
the gold standard in every stiie in the 
union and will inspire new con%dence 
for the final charge in November 

The success of the republican candi- 
date, Goodwyn, would demoralize the 
currency reformers througuout the 
country and would discredit the great 
principles in behalf of which both the 
democratic and populist parties have 
united their forces. 

This is not a year for time servers or 
office seekers, who, for the sake of per- 
sonal triumph, are willing to sacrilice 
the interests of the people. The masses 
are fn action this year an? they can be 
depended upon to protect theniselves 
against the adroit schemers who are 
trafiicking on the rights and the liber- 
ties of the people.

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Dr. Strickler’s Farewell. 
Rarely has a church ip this city pre- 
sented such a spectacle as the one which 
marked the termination of Dr. G. B. 
Strickler’s ministry, as the pastor of the 
Central Presbyterian church, yester- 
day morning. 
Though not a word was spoken by the 
pastor which was calculated in itself 
to arouse the feelings of the congrega- 
tion, there were sigus of deep emotion 
visible in all parts of the church. 
Instead of reviewing the work which 
had been accomplished during hts minis- 
try in this city, Dr. Strickler preferred 
to emphasize the great fundamental 
truths of religion on which he had based 
his preaching of the gospel. Without 
claiming aught for himself, he ascribed 
the good—results of. his ministry to-no 
merit of his own but solely to the favor 
of heaven, which had rested in such 
plentitude upon his labor. 
Dr. Strickler came to this city from 
Virginia about fourteen years ago. As 
the pastor of the Central Presbyterian 
church, he has been recognized as one 
the profoundest logicians in the state. 
Deep, persuasive, eloquent and earnest, 
his preaching of the gospel has been 
characterized by signal results. Not 
only has the strong uplifting influence 
of his ministry been felt upon his own 
immediate congregation, but there is 
scarcely a denomination in the city 
which does not recognize the loss which 
his departure from Atlanta entails. 
Dr. Strickler resigns the pastorate of 
the Central Presbyterian church to 
assume the chair of theology in Union 
Theological seminary, Richmond, Va. 
His election to this high position is a 
marked compliment to his superb. abil- 
ities, but overlooking this view of the 
matter, Dr. Strickler has been con- 
strained to accept the chair.solely be- 
cause of the enlarged opportunities for 
usefulness which it offers him. , 
In separating himself from the church 
over which he has presided with such 
zealous consecration for the last four- 
teen years, Dr. Strickler leaves behind 
him a record of usefulness which will 
prove both salutary and abidiug. Into 
his new field of labor he will carry the 
good wishes of thousands who have felt

What the Farmer Has Suffered. 
Though labor in general has felt the 
depressing effect of the single gold 
Standard, the burden of this iniquitous 
System has rested with peculiar force 
upon the farmer. 

As a rule, whatever hurts the farmer 
also hurts the merchant, the banker, the 
mechanic and the laborer. The converse 
of the proposition is also true. What- 
ever benefits the farmer likewise bene- 
fits the merchant and produces a saln- 
tary effect upon the entire life of the 
nation. 

The great source of national wealth is 
in the soil, and there can be no genuine 
prosperity in this country which does 
not depend at last upon the American 
farmer. 

This truth was strikingly illustrated 
in the recent speech of Mr. Bryan be- 
fore the convention in Chicago, - “De 
stroy your cities,” said he, “and your 
farms will build them up again, but de- 
stroy your farms and grass will, grow 
in the streets of your cities.” 

There are some who affect to believe 
that the farmers of this country, as a 
rule, are prosperous. Sueh a belief as 
this, if honesty entertained, can spring 
from nothing less than ignorance. It is 
used, however, as an argument in favor 
of perpetuating the present single gold 
standard. , : 

Let us view the matter through impar- 
tial spectacles and see ff these logicians 
are correct. If the farmers are pros- 
perous, they should be able to meet their 
obligations as fast as they mature and 
there should be no burdensome mort- 
gages resting upon,their shoulders, But 
is such the ease? - @nhappily it-is ‘not.

Thére is not one farmer in three whose | 


| who does not find it simply impossible 
to make buckle and tongue meet. 

What do the records show? In the 
state of Iowa a mortgage indebtedness 
hangs over 33 per cent of the,farming 
lands. In Nebrasga, 32 per cent of the 
farms are mortgaged. Other western 
states show a similar condition of em- 
barrassment. 

But if the western farmer has a good 
reason for repudiating the single gold 
standard as the author of his financial 
hardships, the eastern farmer has a 
much better reason for making the same 
complaint. 

In Pennsylvania, 41 per cent of the 
farming lands are mortgaged; in New 
York, 45 per cent; in Rhode Island, 
42.59 per cent; in Connecticut, 40.60; in 
Delaware, 44 per cent, and in New Jer- 
sey, 49.64 per cent. The average indebt- 
edness on each mortgaged farm in the 
the eastern states is: $1,749 in New York, 
$1,716 in Pennsylvania; $1,525 in Rhode 
Island, $1,266 in Connecticut, $2,147 in 
Delaware $1,323 in Massachusetts, and 
$1,004 in Vermont. 

In Nebraska the average incumbrance 
on each farm is $1,084, in Kentucky, 
$1,069; in Illinois, $1,684; in Indiana, 
$972; in Michigan, $890; in Minnesota, 
$814; in Mississippi, $619; in Missouri, 
$853; in South, Carolina, $830, and in 
Tennessee, $667. 

No one can truthfully assert that such 
figures as these represent a prosperous 
condition. Instead of showing prosper- 
ity they only give evidence of sacrifice 
and privation. Under proper financial 
conditions there should not be one far- 
mer in a hundred with a mortgage in- 
debtedness hanging over his head. 

Of course some allowance shculd be 
made for individual yecullarities. Some 
farmers are lazy and indolent, while 
others are industrions and economical. 
Such inequalities as these, however, 
could not possibly have wrougnt the 
conditions which prevail today ard 
which admit of no other explanation 
save that furnished by the iniquitous 
operation of the sinzle gold standard. 

No wonder the farmers of New Eng- 
land, therefore, have joined hands with 
the farmers of Illinois and Nehraska 
in raising a cry of protest against such 
a manifest discrimination. No wonder 
the people of this country are stirred up 
as they have never been in any former 
campaign. What the American farmer 
wants is a change in existing conditions, 
and that change can be effected only by 
a restoration of silver to its former place 
in the currency of the nation. With the 
support of the farming interests of the 
country, the success of the democratic 
ticket is inevitable.

Lord Russell is the immediate suc- 
cessor of Lord Coleridge, whose death 
about two years ago made vacant the 
high office of chief justice. During his 
brief tenure he has distinguished him- 
self as one of the ablest judges that 
ever adorned the supreme bench of 
England. 

As a lawyer, he stands at the head of 
the English bar. Prior to assuming the 


judicial ermine his yearly income wos es- 


timated at $150,000. The most famous 
effort of his life was the speech which 
he made in defense of Parnell, several 
years ago. The delivery of his speech 
occupied three consecutive days. 

The life of Lord Russell has been 
crowded to overflowing with marked 
civic honors, and there is Scareely a 
legal office under the crown which, he 
has not at some time occupied. 

The interesting personality of Lord 
Russell will doubtless attract large num- 
bers to the meeting of the bar associa- 
tion next month.

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SMASH-UP AT OPEN SWITCH 


Miraculous Escape of Fifty Passengers 


on Board. 


SEVERAL PERSONS WERE PAINFULLY INJURED 


Car Wreckers Arrested and Deny That 
They Caused the Accident—To 
Be Tried Today.

Three mischievous boys, two white and 
one colored, caused the wreck of a Con- 
golidated street car on the Decatur line 


yesterday afternoon. 

As a result Vickie Turner, a negro Wwo- 
man, is lying at her home on Piedmont 
avenue, with & broken leg, and E. H. Mc- 
Donald, a young white man, is nursing 


several dangerous bruises about his head 


and legs. 

There were about fifty 
the car at the time, and all were more or 
Jess shaken up. About fifteen were thrown 


to the ground. 
It is a wonder that all were not instantly 


killed. 

The wreck occurred near Bell street, 
gbout a mile beyond the soldiers’ home 
junction. There is a side track at the bot- 
tom of the long grade of this place, and 
the boys opened the switch and the car 


dashed into it. 

Detective J. B. Harris happened to be 
on the car at the time and immediately 
guspected foul play. He noticed the boys 
standing about two blocks behind the wreck 
on the track. He at once surmised that 
they were responsible for the accident, 
and placed them under arrest. The white 
poy is Joe Felter. He is ten years of age 
and lives in Reynoldstown. The colored 
boys are Ernest Smith and Will Gordon. 
both of whom have witnessed only twelve 
summers. The trio was brought to the sta- 
tion house and locked up on a charge of 


train wrecking. 
Was It Intentional? 

It is not known whether the lads intend- 
ed to wreck the car or not. Certain it is, 
however, that the switch, which has here- 
tofore been .spfked together, was open 
and that the car was wrecked. The boys 
themselves tell very different tales about 
the affair. The negroes deny having been 
in that neighborhood, while the little white 
fellow states that they were all there to- 
gether, and that Smith turned the switch. 
Feiter states that he tried to turn the 
Bwitch back, fearing there would be an 
accident, but that Smith wouldn’t let him. 
It seems that the three boys then made a 
safe distance to this side of the switch 
and watched the result of their work. 
| Detective Harris is rather of the opinion 
that the boys had opened the switch and 
could not get it back and that they did not 
mean to wreck the car. This problem, 
however, cannot be solved until the trial. 
The ¢ar was number 146. It was in charge 
of Conductor Means and Motorman Wilder. 
They left the city at 3:15 o’clock and had 
passed the junction about twenty minutes 
later. There were exactly fifty people on 
board.

Ran Into the Switch. 

Just this side of Bell street there ts a 
long down grade, and the cars usually run 
twelve or fifteen miles an hour down this 
hill Number 146 was running about this 
rate. At the bottom of the grade, about 
thirty feet from the sidetrack, Motorman 
Means was terrified to see that the switch 
was open. He applied the brakes with 4 
all his might, but it was too late. The car 
was one of the long ones used on that 
line, and the momentum was too great to 
stop in that short distance. The front 
trucks passed over the switch without 
jumping the track. Not so with the rear 
ones. They entered the open switch and 
the car was given a heavy wrench to the 
left. 

All of the passengers were immediately 
scared out of their wits. Some were thrown 
forcibly against the seats in front of them, 
and others were thrown out on the ground. 
Vickie Turner, who was the most un- 
fortunate passenger in the lot, was scared 
nearly to death. She gave one wild shriek 
and jumped head foremost into a black- 
berry patch, breaking her leg fortunately 
instead of her neck. Mr. McDonald was 
hurt by being thrown against the side of 
the car. 

Several other passengers were consider- 
ably shaken up, but none was seriously 
hurt. The injured woman was brought to 
her home in the city and given surgical 
attention. The car was not very badly 
damaged. It was placed back on the track 
in a short while and brought to the city. 
The case against the alleged train wreck- 
ers will probably be tried today.

Action in Macon Causes Serious Party 


Dissension. 


BLACKS ARE UP IN ARMS, THEY SAY 


Are 


Declare That the Old Leaders 
Out for All the Offices—Much 
Trouble Ahead. 


There is deaty strife in the ranks of the 
Georgia republicans. 

The result of the Macon committee when 
learned yesterday by the colored element 
of the party in Atlanta, was like a fuse of 
dynamite to their already ignited feelings. 

They have ocentered théir opposition 
against Colonel A. E. Buck, and declare 
that they will smash whatever slate he and 
his associates have prepared. 

They have sworn vengeance against the 
old leaders, and declare to get their po- 
litical scalps. 

“We are going to down old Buck,” stated 
one of the best known insurgents, who has 
been fighting Colonel Buck consistently 
since the state convention. ‘“‘We'’ve got 
him and his crowd where we want them. 
He's got to get off his perch this time.” 

This wag but an echo of what has been 
ringing through the republican party since 
the last state convention. 

“Down old Buck!” has been the cry of 
the opposition forces, and this shibboleth has 
been heard in every section of the state. 
The color line has now. been clearly 
drawn in the party. There was no compro- 
mise at the session of the state central 
committee in Macon, as was predicted by 
some. Colonel Buck threw defiance in the 
face of those who charged that he would 
name a “lily white” committee. Of the two 
electors at large and those from the 
eleventh district, not one colored man 
was named by the committee Saturday. 

This stirred up the blacks. 

Those colored voters who thought Colo- 
nel Buck right in the matter of the chair- 
manship of the state executive committee 
have deserted him, and are flocking to the 
Love faction. 

It is said that Love will announce his 
committee in a day or two. This will be 
called to meet In Savannah. Another set 
of electors will be chosen, and the contest 
will be carried by them to the bitter end. 
It is a fight to the finish. 

Two Elements Against Him. 

An anomalous situation faces Colonel 
Buck. He is fought by two factions of his 
own party. Both are equally vindictive, 
and between the three factions there is no 
apparent effort at reconcilfation. Colonel 
Buck is backed by Major Smythe and Bill 
Pledger. This is the trio which leads, or 
tries to lead, the affairs of the party. They 
are called ‘‘the old bosses” by the opposi- 
tion. Coalition with Pledger was made 
when Colonel Buck triumphed at the state 
convention, and when Love and his crowd 
fell. With Pledger restea the balance of 
power. Before that time he had fought 
Buck spitefully, and the members of the 
Buck faction had made open charges that 
Pledger had been supplied with a fat purse 
from the representatives of Reed and Platt. 

All at once there was a change on the 
programme of Pledger, and he gave his 
forces over, which caused Buck’s election 
as chairman of the state republican com- 
mittee. There was a break and a bolt. 
Love led a crowd from the hall. That 
night another’ session was held. Love 
claimed it was the authorized session of 
the convention. Others styled it a mass 
meeting. Love was elected chairman, He 
still adheres to that office. 

The second faction with which the form- 
er leaders are contending is a break in 
thelr own ranks. When it became known 
that Colonel Buck had appointed Pledger 
on the state central committee there was 
a general defection among the most ar- 
dent supporters of the Buck faction. Wal- 
ter Corbett, of Macon, who was also named 
on the committee, refused to serve, and 
with him quite a number dropped off and 
turned their faces from the bosses, 

Blacks Ruled Out. 

The actfon of the committee in session 
Saturday at Macon has fired the black re- 
publicans to indignant resentment. It wag 
charged in an open letter by Rev. E. K. 
Love, of Savannah, that Colonel Buck 
would make what ne called a “‘lily-white 
ticket’’ of electors. 

Colonel Buck has not disappointed him. 
Not a colored man has been named as an 
elector, and the negroes have donned their 
fighting clothes. They charge that this 
was done by Buck because of the fact that 
Hanson, of Macon, was defeated as a mem- 
ber of the national republican committee 
at St. Louis. At that time Colonel Buck 
strongly advocated the election of Hanson, 
but Lyons, of Angusta, was placed in. 

The Atlanta members who oppose Colo- 
nel Buck state that his action in Macon is 
attributable to his defeat in getting Han- 
son on the national committee, They are 
of the opinion that the bosses have taken 
all the honors and shoved out the substan- 
tial element of colored votersinto the 
cold. 

Just what the black element of the party 
will do cannot be said, but Love will be 
urged to name another committee, which 
will elect another set of presidential] elec- 
tors.

Brunswick, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)\—The 
republican factions in Glynn county, so far 
as the colored portion is concerned, seem 
to be fixing for anotner “mix up,”” which 
may outclass: the last pow-wow they 
held here. 

Mose Sawyer, a negro politician, started 
the dispute Sunday by publishing a card 
calling for a mass meeting on Friday next 
to ratify the nomination of McKinley and 
Hobart and to elect delegates to the state 
convention to be held in Atlanta. 

In the call is included an invitation to 
all republicans and all white men claiming 
to be republicans, and all sound money 
men to come-out and give their views and 
take a part. The call furthermore states 
a desire on the part of Sawyer to have all 
come out and heal the breach of past 
differences in the republican ranks, 

This card aroused a storm in republican 
circles, and those styling themselves the 
“regulars” were dead against it. They 
came back at Sawyer by stating that he is 
as badiv mixed about the date and things 
pertaining to the convention as he is about

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CONVICTS COMING 


Officials Will Bring Over 400 on a W. 
& A. Special Train Today. 


BOUND FOR OTHER CAMPS 


Rising Fawn, Cole City and Bartow 
To Be Almost Depopulated. 


CRIMINALS OF EVERY CLASS AMONG THEM 


The Men of Stripes Will Speed Over 
the Country and Yearn for 
Liberty Not Theirs. 


All of the state penitentiary department 
officials left Seturday night for the convict 
camps of north Georgia, and they will re- 
turn to Fulton county today, bringing with 
them over 400 convicts recently ordered 
removed by Governor Atkinson. The con- 
victs will be unloaded at Bolton on the 
Western and Atlantic railroad and from 
that place will be marched across the coun- 
try to the Chattahoochee brick camps on 
the Southern railroad. 

The convicts have been in the camps 
managed by the Dade Coal Company and 
will be removed because that company 
mismenaged the men. The company ap- 
peared befere Governor Atkinson on the 
charge of mismanagement and the chief 
executive assessed heavy fines. The men 
were sub-leased to the Dade Coal Com- 
pany. : 

It will be an unusual sight for the citizens 
and people along the line of the Western 
and Atlantic railroad tcdeay when a spe- 
cial train bearing more than 400 men in 
Stripes speeds along toward Atlanta. The 
special will leave Chattancoga some time 
this morning, and it is expected to arrive 
at Bolton during the afternoon. The train 
will bring the penitentiary officials and 
about twenty-five guards, who will see 
that there is no outbreak *y the convicts. 
Every precaution will be taken to insure 
the safe arrival of the men and they 
will be chained and closely guarded. 

All Kinds of Criminals Aboard. 
The sight of 400 convicts on a single train 
is one not often witnessed and the curiously 
disposed will watch th>2 progress of the 
special with unusual interest. Every class 
and kind of criminal will be found in the 
gang and many of the convicts are known 
throughout the state—men who will be re- 
membered by reason of the great crimes 
committed by them. The murderer, the 
thief, the swindler and burglar, the per- 
jurer, the assassin, the bank wrecker and 
train robber and felons of every degree 
and conditfon of criminal life will be in 
the crowd. The dark visaged, red-handed 
outlaw will look out of the car window 
of the special as it speeds through the 
country, and in his heart there will be a 
pang of regret; a wish for liberty. The free 
air and beautiful landscape may put in the 
mimds of some the temptation to break 
for liberty, but the officials will guard 
against any outbreak. 

Officials Who Will Keep Guard. 
Judge Turner, principal keeper of the 
penitentiary; Assistant Moore, Dr. Bush, 
principal physician of the penitentiary; Ed 
Cox and Harry Overton, of the penitentlary 
department, will be on the train with the 
convicts today, Several officials of the 
convict lease companies will also come 
down from the camps. The train will 
consist of about nine or ten coaches and a 
car for the baggage of the convicts. 

The conwicts will come from Rising Fawn, 
Cole City and Bartow camps—all of the 
convicts in those camps which were origi- 
nally leased from the state by companies 
1 and 2 an sub-leosed to the Dade Coal 
Company. On account of the mismanage- 
ment by the Dade company the governor 
decided to require the original lessees to 
take back the convicts and care for them 
at other camps. At the three camps named 
there are yet about 225 convicts who were 
originally leased to the Dade company. No 
order affecting them has been issued by 
the governor, but one !s expected in a 
few days. The Dade company has been 
fined by the goverror for mistreatment of 
the men in !ts charge and payment of the 
fine has been refused. 

May Cancel Dade’s Lease. 

It is said that there is good reason to 
believe that the governor will cancel the 
lease of the Dade company ard order all 
of the 225 convicts turned over to other 
lessees. If that is done it will be a com- 
plete abandonment of the three camps men- 
tioned, entirely discontinuing the working 
of convicts by the Dade company. The 
company was fined $750 by the governor.

Mel Branch Suggests a Fusion of the 
Electoral Ticket Through the 
State Executive Committee. 


Messrs. Mel Branch, Yancey Carter and 
Judge J. K. Hines returned last night 
from the populist convention at St. Louis. 
Wearing a “middie of the road” badge, 
Mr. Branch stepped blithely up to the 
Kimball counter and registered. And soon 
after he was surrounded by a group of 
friends who were listening to the story 
of how Bryan and Watson were nomi- 


nated. 

Mr. Branch went to St. Loujs to fight 
for a straightout populist ticket. But he 
is very well safisfied with the result. He. 
Says that when he reached St. Louis + 
on fast Tuesday he found that the west- , 
ern populists were bent on nominating - 
Bryan and Sewall. The southern populists 
were opposed to this on the ground that , 
it would paralyze their party organiza- 
tion in the south. The southern populists 
wanted a straightout ticket, while their 
western brethren wanted Bryan and Se- 
wall. Marion Butler, of North Carolina, 
with his 100 delegates, was for Bryan 
and a southern man for vice president. 
Butler hoped to put his friend Skinner 
on the ticket. Tom Watson had 
stated that he would not accept @ 
place on any ticket put out by the con- . 
vention. But a telegram was sent to him 
asking him ff Tre would accept the nomina- ° 
tion for vice president with Bryan for 
the sake of harmony. On Friday a favora- | 
ble reply was received from him. Then the 
Georgians went ot work quietly for him, . 

“It is not what I wanted,” said Mr. 
_Branch, “but if the democrats and popu- 
lists can get together Bryan will be elect- 


ed. The westerners said that they would 
stick to us and insist on the democrats 
fusing out there. That should be done 
here in Georgia and in évery other south- 
ern state, too. If that is done Bryan 
will be elected. But if we put out sepa- 
rate electo tickets, Bryan will be 
ruuning against himself, -The republicans ° 
would carry Virginia and the populists 
would carry Texas.

He proposes to abolish 
that office absolutely. He says that the 
marshal’s work can be performed by the 
tax collector and he thinks that several 
thousand dollars can be saved by the 
abolition of the marshal’s office. With 
the ordinance to make the officials elec- 
tive by the council there was one abol- 
ishing the marshal’s office and it, too, 
was referred to a special committee, of 
which Mr. Woodward is chairman. 

It does not require the sanction of the 
legislature for the council to abolish the 
Office of marshal. Several years ago an 
act was passed by the legislature au- 
thorizing the council to consolidate the 
nrarshal’s office with that of tax collec- 
tor and that law still stands. If a ma- 
jority of the council should so decide 
the office of marshal would be merged 
into that of tax collector, and it would 
be the duty of the latter official, under 
Mr. Woodward's ordinance, to perform all 
of the duties heretofore performed by the 
marshal. 

Has Friends in Council. 

Mr. Woodward has long argued that 
the marshal’s office is a heavy and use- 
less expense on the city, but there are 
other councilmen who think differently, 
and the friends of the office will make a 
strong fight for its maintenance, The 
officials claim that it is an agency which 
brings thousands of dollars of taxes, and 
they say that the office is one of the 
very few of the city which is gelf-sustain- 
ing. 

It is sald that when the matter comes 
up it will be moved that all officials be 
elected by the council in future, including 
the chief of police, chief of the sanitary 
department, city clerk, eity  mnrarshal, 
comptroller, recorder, city aftorney, tax 
collector, tax assessors, -treasurer, city 
engineer, city sexton, chief of the fire de- 
partment, ward physicians and others.

-Notwithstanding the almost intolerable 
eather, a good congregation was present, 
and an expression of sadness was depicted 
on eve-y countenance. 

pr. Strickler entered his pulpit at the 
ysual time. To a close observer it could 
pe seen that he was greatly affected, and 
geveral times before the sermon his eyes 
were bedimmed with tears. It was one 
of the most trying experiences of his life. 

The sermon was eloquent and logical, 
It was in the main a resume of the pas- 
tor’s ministry in Atlanta—the doctrines he 
has taught and the work that has been 
accomplished. 

At the conclusion, as the beautiful melo- 
gies of “God be with you till we meet 
again’ were wafted from the choir loft, 
there was scarcely a dry eye dn the house, 
It was a great and well deserved tribute 
to the ex-pastor, who sat during the song 
with his head reverently bowed. 

After the benediction had been pronounced 
and the people Rad all gone, the doctor 
stood in the door of his church and took a 
last look at the empty church. He was 
lost in the depths of his own thoughts. 
He was taking leave of the scene of his 
faithful labors for the last thirteen years. 
Soon he turned and walked out of the 
church. His ministry was ended. 

His Last Sermon, 

Dr. Strickler took his text from II Tim- 
othy, 2:4: “Of these things put them in re- 
membrance.”’ 

“It is not enough,” said he, ‘“‘to learn 
in this world only the first truths of re- 
ligion. We must master all. There is a 
resemblance and also a difference in this 
respect between religion and other things. 
After we have once learned the alphabet 
we don’t study it any more. It is the 
same with axioms in mathematics. It is 
not so, however, as to the principal doc- 
trines of Christ, for no matter how well 
we learn them, they must never be [ost 
sight of, but must always be an object 
of earnest study as if we were learning 
them for the first time. 

‘The reasons for this are evident. The 
truhs of religion are‘most important be- 
eause they generate spiritual] life in the 
soul, and they are also necessary to nourish 
and keep this spiritual life in existence. 
The Bible insists that God’s people should- 
be constantly kept in remembrance of 
these truths. 

“IT have thought that I could not more 
appropriately contlude my ministry here 
than by reminding you of some of these 
great truths which~I have been preaching 
for the last thirteen years. 

“In the first place, I have proclaimed 
to you the divine origin of the Bible. From 
beginning to end, in poetry as well as in 
prose, its verses were all written by holy 
men. I have preached this not because 
it is the creed of my church, but because 
I believe it is the word of God just as 
_ firmly as I believe in a God Himself. 

“What we think about the origin of the 
Bible determines what we are to think 
about every other religious question. If 
it has a human origin, then it is the resvfit 
of only human reason; bvt if it is a divine 
revelation, then it demands an immediate 
submission. Therefcre, I have attempted 
to present evidence that it is the word 
of God in order that your minds may 
not besclouded by any doubts. 

“I have shown you that the law in this 
book is perfect. There is nothing uttered 
that should not be there. I Rave pointed 
out the unity of these pages. Although 
the Bible was written by different men 
at different tinres, their agreement as to 
what they teach is perfect. It is an 
agreement that cannot be found among any 
two authors in existence. 

“I have painted out the %almost in- 
Numerable prephecies of the old scrip- 
tures, especially of the coming Messiah, 
and I have shown you how they have 
been wonderfully fulfilled. I hope that 
no other doctrine will ever prevail in this 
Sacred place. 

As to Our Spiritual Condition. 

“I have preached in regard to our 
Spiritual condition by motive and by 
practice. That we were born in sin and 
that the natural mind is enmity against 
God; that we are utterly undeserving, 
and that by nature we are lost. I knew 
that you could not be saved unless you 
realized that you are lost. IT we regard 
being lost as nothing, then we regard 
the grace that is offered to save us as 
nothing, and vice versa. We shall learn 
to glorify the grace, and our joy in eter- 
hity will be entirely too short, 

“I have preached that we are not only 
lost. but helpless. Some think this is a 
mistake. It is not so. A man in a 
burning house would not hesitate to save 
himself if he could, and so when a sinner 
realizes that he is condemned, then will 
he look up and ask for forgiveness. The 
remedy is God's opportunity. 

“IT have also preached in regard to the 
nature of the change that shall nrake us 
mreet for God’s kingdom. Some think 
this is only turning over a new leaf, or 
joining the- church. But this change is 
greater and more radical. It goes much 
deeper than even thought or feeling. be- 
fore the change we were averse to God’s 
law: we want it now, and are willing to 
consecrate ourselves, and all we have, to 
God’s service. 

“Tet no one be discouraged in regard 
to this doctrine. God is willing to give 
relief to any suffering child. 

“Again, 1 heve preached how freely 
this great salvation is offered to every 
one who will accept. The invitation is 
cordial] and encouraging. If we want to 
be saved all we have to do is to call upon 
the name of the Lord and He will hear. 
If you cannot go to Him, remain just 
Where you are, amd He will come to you. 

“Il have also exhorted you to be faithful 
in the service of the divine Master, Many 
hawe responded to these appeals, and 
Much good work has been accomplished. 
I thank you all who have co-operated 
With me in this important movement. 

“Then I have taught of the Gestiny of 
those who refuse God. I have not re- 
frained from so painful a subject, because 
Christ has warned us. I have not held 
anything back or dared to modify any- 
thing the Savior said on that subject. But, 
then, on the other hand, I have taken 
Sreat pleasure in preaching of the great 
kingdom God has‘ prepared for His peo- 
Ple. It is mry sincere hope that I shall 
meet every member of this congregation

there. In the meantime, I commend you 
all to the keeping of Christ,”

Dr. Vail’s Sermon Last Night. 


Rev. W. 8. Vail, of the Church of Our 
Father, took a very modern book for the 
text of his sermon Sunday evening, using 
the work which Professor Barrett Wen- 
dell gave to the world a few years ago 
called “‘Rankell's HRemains.”’ 

He said the reader of the book was 
faced by a problem that was brought. by 
our modern life and modern habit of 
thinking. For, as he detailed the story, it 
gave the history of a modern manipulator 
of great financial combinations; told of the 
utter wreck of one entire family; showed 
the wrecker growing richer, more honored 
and given the highest place even in the 
church, from which he was. buried with 
the greatest ceremony, while his victim 
& youth ruined by a blow on the head 
from a gas pipe, while defending his fam- 
lly hongr, with pale face, asked with iim- 
passioned voice tie question, ‘“‘Do you be- 
lieve there is a Tell? Il hope there is, and 
1 want to go there just to hear him howl.” 

This, said the speaker, is the story of 
modern life, and the modern way of think- 
ing, buf we must be careful that impulse 
does not run away with us while we are 
considering its purport. Our sympathy for 
the young man comes on the instant. On 
the instant we remember so many dishon- 
Ors that are far-reaching that we pause 
and hold our breath. And we are inclined 
to ask ourselves, “Is there a Guiding Hand 
that punishes the evil and rewards. the 
g00d? Must virtue wronged (as in Mr. 
Mallock’s book) meet the vice that wronged 
it and there in a paradise of beauty, with 
& moon lighting up bowers of roses and 
whispering seas that all tell of good, 
must virtue be shot down as the story 
says? Wihat are the facts of the case? 

Now, we must face the conditions just 
as they are. We can neither turn one way 
nor the other. One of our very wealthiest 
men, whose income is among the largest 
in America, with extreme piety and grave 
accent and proper unction, has said but 
recently, “The good Lord gave me my 
money and I must use it’’—and then de- 
tails how. But there is record now on the 
books of congress telling of at least one 
family crushed by his manipulations, and 
of a policy of cunning and wire-working 
that piled up this great wealth. It was 
not his piety. If asked if his wealth was 
blessed one would be likely to answer 
with Poor Joe, “I should think not; I 
should think it was tothered.’”’ But he ful- 
filled the law of a given kind of financial 
success and he won it by law. 

What shall we do? Threaten to burn him? 
Or threaten him with eternal torment? In 
many cases such persons arée the most 
pious and such threats fall to the ground. 
What shall we do? | 

We must appreciate the fact that there 
are laws in the world and one of these 
is the law of God. Some of the laws. have 
no bearing on the religious side at all. 
But the strange fact is that below the 
seeming success of all unjust and un- 
worthy achievement, there lies the eternal 
law of justice, alive, active, with the 
voice of the eternal, calling upon man to 
follow where it leads. Truth crushed to 
earth shall rise again. And every mistake 
of man finds some truth that compensates 
to a degree for the mistake. 

The preacher gave a sketch of the 
world in the time of Augustus Caesar. He 
showed the discipline, the extent of power, 
the absoluteness of governmental control, 
and the apparent futility of anything like 
hope on the part of the people for help, 
relief, libert¥* or individual advancement. 
Then he turned to say that it was in just 
such a time as this there came to the 
Roman dominions one who was the preach- 
er of spiritual promise in its most ideal 
form. Who believed his report? Who 
thought that he was worth notice with “is 
theories of a dignity of manhood that 
made man the son in tiie real and sub- 
stantial sense of the eternal Father? But 
after the centuries have run their course, 
by the slow rise that follows the law of 
action and reaction, for the most part 
modern man has‘risen to the higher level. 

What does if all mean? What does it 
mean but this: That outside ourselves 
there is a law of righteousness of ideal 
living, and fn us is a power to respond—no 
matter what we call it, whether con- 
science, the noly spirit, consciousness of 
the eternal or what not—its reality is 
there: its reality we understand: its voice 
we hear, and it is just for this reason that 
we are to listen and heed, must listen and 
must heed. Vice and wrong are always 
weak because they are always conscious 
that they are wrong. Right is always 
strong because it is conscious of being 
right. This is the human side of God. By 
following natural faws that are right in 
themselves bad men prosper and grow 
strong, and do harm. That is the price 
paid for making man and endowing him 
with liberty of choice. But we are the hu- 
man sife of God in our best moments, and 
called upon to use all things for the right. 


Dr. Morrison Preached.

FROM HIS OLD PULPIT 


Rey, J. B. Hawthorne Preached at the 
First Baptist Yesterday. 


LARGE AUDIENCE GREETS HIM 


The Doctor Was Warmly Received by 
Auditors, 


HE PREACHED ON THE “PROPHETS” 


Despite the Torrid Heat, the First 
Church Was Densely Packed by 
Friends of the Preacher. 


Dr. J. B. Hawthorne, former pastor of 
the First Baptist church, occupled his old 
pulpit yesterday morning. He was greeted 
by an immense congregation and many 
were turned away at the doors. 

Dr. Hawthorne was warmly received by 
his admirers and his eloquent sermon on 
*“Prophets’’ was Hstened to with rapt at- 
tention, despite the torrid heat. The 
preacher was in his best vein and occupy- 
ing the pulpit he go ably filled for many 
years he was thoroughly at home. He 
said: 

“We should look to the future, and be 
controlled by motives drawn from thc fu- 
ture. As a matter of fact every man dues 
look to the future. Every man’s conduct 
is influenced and shaped in some degree 
by what he conceives to be in the future. 
The future tnto which some men look 
includes only a few days, or at- most a 
few brief years, while that into which 
others look, and from which they draw 
their inspiration for the duties and strug- 
gies of life, is infinite. 

“Men are large, happy and potential 
for good, in proportion to the magnitude 
of the future into which they project their 
thoughts and hopes. The small men, the 
unfruitful men and the unhappy men of 
this world are they whose future is bound- 
ed by tomorrow. These are they who be- 
stow all their thoughts, feelings and en- 
ergies on the one problem, ‘What shall I 
eat and what shall 1 drink and wherewith- 
al shall 1 be clothed.’ Such men gre nar- 
row, selfish, impatient, weak and misera- 
ble. The broad men, the towering, ma- 
jJestic men, who, though surrounded by 
mists and clouds, lift their heads into a 
realm of eternal sunshine—the men who 
enrich the world by their superior wisdom 
and goodness—are they whose horizon 
Stretches away into the infinite and who 
measure all things seen and temporal by 
their relations to things unseen and 
eternal. 

“Some of the old pagan heroes and sages 
planned with reference to a distant future. 
It was not solely for his present gratifica- 
tion that Alexander the Great founded a 
magnificent city in Egypt. Mixed with 
personal ambition for fame and power 
was a desire to confer qa blessing upon 
the generations that should succeed him. 
He founded that city foreseeing that it 
might be made the commercial entrepot 
between Asia and Europe, and a common 
gathering place, where representatives of 
all nations and peoples might meet to se- 
cure the benefits of each other’s experi- 
ences, and by combining their wisdom and 
resources advance the whole world of man- 
kind in Knowledge, wealth, power and 
happiness. After his death Ptolemy Soter, 
his half-brother, took up the plan of the 
great conqueror and built the most cos- 
mopolitan city of ancient times. He there 
established that great museum, with its 
vast library containing all the valuable 
literature of the world. The objects which 
he sought to accdmplish, and did accom- 
plish, by this stupendous project were 
the perpetuation of knowledge, the increase 
of knowledge and the diffusion of knowl- 
edge. These were far-seeing men, and 
they were moved to undertake this mag- 
nificent scheme by a desire to promote 
the welfare of unborn generations. 

“Evidently Plato, Aristotle, Socrates and 
Archimedes were more concerned about 
posterity than about themselves. Looking 
into the world’s future, and desiring to 
project into it some enduring contribution 
from their own minds, they cared very 
little for personal wealth, or the sensuous 
pleasures of the passing day. These men, 
notwithstanding their numerous errors and 
faults, were prophets and ary. oe 
worthy of the admiration of all ages. The 
is that into which the 
Christian prophet looks, and {t is by in- 
Spiration drawn from that future that 
the noblest deeds are done and the highest 
and happiest manhood is attained. The 
men who have done most for the better- 
ment of their race and who have adorned 
themselves with the richest moral and 
spiritual beauty lived in a future whose 
horizon stretches immeasurably beyond 
the boundary of time and takes in adorable 
realities of which it is not even lawful to 
epeak. 

“Those ancient worthies ‘who subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, stopped 
the mouths of lices, quenched the violence 
of fire, waxed valiant in fight and put to 
flight the armies of the aliens,’ lived by 
faith and lookg@d for a city that hath 
foundations whose maker and builder is 
God. 

‘Jesus Christ pointed His disciples to the 
future, and exhorted them to be steadfast 
and happy in anticipation of its ineffable 
realities. ‘Rejoice and be exceeding glad, 
for great is your reward in heaven.’ ‘Here- 
after ye shall see heaven open.’ ‘Fear not, 
little flock, for it is the Father’s good 
pleasure to give you the kingdom.’ Jesus 
knew that if inspired by such prospects His 
disciples would not be weary in well doing. 
He knew that with an everlasting crown 
and kingdom in view, the kingdoms of this 
world and the glory thereof could not tempt 
them from the path of duty to Him. 

“We should not despise prophesying, be- 
cause the world’s greatest benefactors are 
the prophets. The prophets, more than any 
other class of men, make us forgetful of 
present cares, calamities and sorrov’s, by 
holding before our mental vision pictures of 
blessed things to come. We have many 
political prophets nowadays. It is very 
difficult to distinguish between the true and 
the false. I am inclined to believe that even 
the most erratic and deluded political 
prophet is in some degree helpful to the 
world. When aman mounts a rostrum inthe 
midst of a vast assemblage of his country- 
men, and tells them that the triumph of the 
‘white metal’ over the ‘yellow’ will secure 
for us unprecedented material prosperity, 
and hasten the coming of the millennium, 
though he may be mistaken, the inspiration 
which the peaple get from his prophecy af- 
fords them a temporary relief, and helps 
them to endure more patiently their present 
cares and troubles. When a champion of 
the ‘sour money’ platform rises up in the 
midst of the people, and foretells the in- 
numerable blessings that will come upon the 
country as the result of the final and com- 
plete triumph of the ‘yellow’ metal,’ 
whether his prophecy be true or false, those 
who believe him are helped by his prophecy 
in their present vexations and struggles. I 
avail myself of every opportunity to hear 
the great prophets of all the —— par- 
ties, and to feast my soul on their magnifi- 
cent visions of the time when all such im- 
pecunious wretches as I shall live in luxury 
and splendor. I rejoice in the multiplicity 
and ardor of the scientific prophets—the 
men who tell us that the dav is not dis- 
tant when every secret of nature shall be 
uncovered, and when every law and element 
and force of the material world shall pe 
utilized for the promotion of man’s happli- 
ness and glory in this life and in the life 
to come. I love to sit at the feet of Edison 
and hear him forecast the wonders which 
electricity is destined to accomplish. I re- 
joice to think of the time when railreads 
will be superseded by air ships, and the 
still more glorious era when all methods 
of locomotion will be-displaced by the 
flying machine. These prophets make us 
better satisfied with the present world, 
and give us nobler conceptions of the sig- 
nificance and importance of human life. 

“Truly did Christ say, ‘I am not come # 
destroy the prophets.’ He knew their vaM® 
to the world. He knew how they kept ave 
the hopes of men, and inspired them for 
lofty achievements. lie was him a 
prophet, and the greatest of prophe*. He 
came to multiply the prophets, an« to fill 
the world with the glory of prop>cy. The 
ideal church is an army of propsets going 
forth to proclaim the coming of a time 
when satan shall be bound; whén the dead 
shall be raised incorruptible; when every 
tear shall be dried; when efery cause of 
human unrest shall be removed; when 
every scar upon the face this old world 
shali be rubbed out, and when the glory of 
the Lord shall fill the whole earth. 

“God be praised for the men who have the 
gift of prophecy. God be praised for a 
world which is itself 2 prophecy—a world 
in which everything good is a type of some- 
thing better to come. Every garden of 
earth is a reminder of the bloom and beauty 
of paradise. Every eran tio river is 
a symbol of the stream which makes glad

the city of God, and @very snow-crowned 


peak an emblem of the glory-gilded sum- 
mits of the ‘delectable mountains.’ [ thank 
God that I am permitted to connect the 
things that I love most in this world with 
the blessedness which I ‘anticipate in the 
world to come. I love Music, My happiness 
in life is largely dependent upon it. I am 
indebted to its uplifting and hallowing 
influence for much of what I have been 
able to accosepfish. When I am under the 
witchery of it, it seems to me that the 
gates of glory are ajar, and that I cateh 
giimpses of the rainbow around the throne 
of heaven. But the most glorious bursts 
of harmony that were ever conceived by 
the vaulting genius of Handel or Mozart, 
or Beethoven, are only faint and far off 
echoes of that grander music of the skies, 
on which my music-loving soul shall feast 
when mortality is swallowed up of life. 

“Tl imagine that. some prosaic spirit among 
you is exclaiming within himself, ‘On 
that is only poetry.’ Yes, it 
and yet it is reality. A declaration may be 
poetic; and at the same time true—ab- 
solutely true. Christ Was a poet. Some of 
his parables and prophecies are among 
the rarest gems of poetry; but in no para- 
ble or prophecy has he departed from the 
truth. That man is no mere dreamer who 
sees in the tiny acorn of today the majes- 
tic oak of the future. Nearly 3,000 years 
ago a Aes ty of Israel said, ‘There shall 
be a handful of corn on the top of the 
mountains, and the fruit thereof séehall 
shake like Lebanon.’ Nothing could be 
more poetic than these words, and yet 
nothing could be truer. Knowing the char- 
acter of the seed the prophet simply fore- 
saw what the harvest should be. Despise 
not prophesying, because the prophet is 
your best helper. It is h@& who conducts 
your thoughts into the future and stimu- 
lates you to prepare for its approaching 
realities. 

Our pilgrim fathers, who voyaged over 
an unknown sea to this western world, and 
kindled upon a savage shore the light of 
a Christian civilization, were. prophets. 
The men who fought at Concord, Lexing- 
ton, Bunker's Hill and Yorktown were 
prophets. These men foresaw in some de- 
gree the glory of the heritage which they 
should transmit to their children. Patrick 
Henry, George Washington and Thomas 
Jefferson were prophets. They foresaw the 
blessings that should accrue to coming 
generations from the establishment of that 
great system of free government to which 
they pledged their fortunes, their lives, 
and their sacred honor. 

As I look around upon this capital city 
of Georgia, and behold its present magnifi- 
cent proportions and contemplate the al- 
most unrivaled prosperity that awnits it, 
I am reminded of the indebtedness of this 
people to that youthful, but brilliant and 
far-seeing prophet, Henry W. Grady, who 
inspired them To see the possibilities of 
their situation.

Endowed by nature 
with exceptional gifts, blessed with ay 
the advantages of liberal culture, deeply 
pious and thoroughly Copsperated to the

City Executive Committee Meets Tonight 
| in the Courthouse Basement. 
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ELECTION METHODS THE WORK 
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Some of the Candidates Who Are Al- 
ready in the Field and Others 
Who May Enter Soon. 


Tonight the city democratic executive 
committee will meet in the basement of the 
county courtheuse to take action as to the 
method of selecting candidates for the city 
offices this winter. The indications are 
that the meeting will be a largely attend- 


ed and interesting one. 

The meeting was called by Mr. Frank P. 
Rice, chafrmain, Saturday morning. The 
ofticial call and a list of the members of 
the committee appeared in The Consti- 
tution yesterday. Eight @clock is the 
hour set for calling the meeting to order. 

lt is said that a majority of the mem- 
bera of the committee favor the calling 
of a democratic city primary for the selec- 
tion of city officers. Many of the candl- 
dates who have already announced have 
expressed themselves as favoring a pri- 
mary and Chairman Rice said Saturday 
that there is almost a unanimous senti- 
ment among all classes for a primary, It 
bas been suggested that a primary 
held on the day of the state election— 
October 3d—would bring out a full vote 
and materially aid the state ticket as well. 
The last general election, when candi- 
dates for all county offices and others 
were voted for, is cited as an illustration 
in favor of the holding of the primary 
on the day of the state election, The vote 
in that election was very heavy and a dig 
percentage of the registered voters cast 
their ballots. 

Candidates Galore Now. 

It is likely that a motion to that effect 
will be made tonight, but some other plan 
may be brought forward and adovted., 
There is quite a number of candidates 
already in the fiehl and they will watch 
the work of the executive committee to- 
night with considerable interest. Now 
that the matter has been brought forward 
by the cominittee local politics will begin 
to simmer and in a week it is likely that 
the list of candidates will be largley in- 
creased. Many have been waiting on the 
action of the committee before announcing 
and they will now make known their am- 
bition to serve the public for the usual 
compensation, It is predicted on every side 
that the campaign this year will be one of 
the liveliest on record in Atlanta politics. 

Full List To Be Elected. 
All officers from mayor to sexton are to 
be elected this time. And the indications 
are that there will be more than one can- 
didate for every office within the gift of 
the people. For sexton there is about a 
dozen aspirants announced, Aldermen and 
councilmen are to be elected and a full 
retinue of city hall officials. The officials 
who are now holding the offices, of course, 
desire to be re-elected and they are an- 
nouncing themselves and associates, 
Some of those actively at work, and who 
are being talked of as possible candidates 
are:

VAIN EFFORTS TO KEEP COOL 


A 


Atlantians Spend a Busy Day Trying 
To Get Relief from the Most Op- 
pressive Heat This Year. 


Old Sol did not stint himself yesterday 
in giving Atlanta a generous supply of 
his blistering hot rays. When he first 
peeped over the eastern hills every vestige 
of coolness in the morning air quickly 
took flight. 

Atlantians were awakened earlier than 
usual because the oppressive heat of the 
new-born Sabbath made their beds feel 
stifling and stuffy. 

The search for a cool spot began early. 
As if by contmon consent every one start- 
ed for the open cars in the hope of stirring 
up a breeze as they sped along. The cars 
were filled all day and the relief they 
furnished to the heat-oppressed citizens 
was about the best that could be found in 
Atlanta, 

Parks on the different sides of the city 
were favored spots. All of them looked 
like pienic grounds with their crowds of 
thinly clad occupants. The maidens in 
their light muslin gowns and their beaux 
in linen and white duck suits made an 
attractive and picturesque sight, but even 
linen suits and dainty organdies were in- 
sufficient to keep the young people com- 
fortable and their suffering was enough to 
@rouse pity in spite of their thin clothing. 

But for misery unadulterated one did 
not have to look farther than at the fat 
man or woman who happened to be in his 
neighborhood. Atlanta seemed to be the 
steam room in a Turkish bath to each of 
the heavyweights and the streams of 
perspiration that flowed from morn till 
night would have filled sevesal street 
sprinklers had it been concentrated. 

Such heat as that which made Atlan- 
tians steant and sizzle yesterday has sel- 
dom been experienced in this city. The 
oppression of. the three foregoing days 
was outdone, The very fact that it was 
Sunday, the day of rest, when there is 
nothing to do, made the heat even more 
noticeable than it would have been had 
there been the regular labors of the day 
to detract the mind, but there was noth- 
ing yesterday but heat, heat, heat. Kvery- 
body talked about it and little else was 
thought of. 

The weather observer takes a day off 
on Sunday and the statistics of the day's 
heat could not be obtained last night, but 
everybody knew that the day was a rec- 
ord breaker, and they were satisfied with 
that information without askfng for more 
to add to their misery. 

Late in the afternoon vivid flashes of 
lightning, closely followed by loud repogs 
of thunder, led a sweltering population to 
hope for a cooling shower, but when a 
Slight sprinkle followed, which scarcely 
gave the pavements a decent wetting, the 
sun again appeared with all of its former 
intensity of heat, causing great disap- 
meena to those who had builded on 
19pes. 

The heat throughout the south was 
quite as oppressive as in Atlanta and 
there was suffering generally in the United 
States yesterday on aecount of the high 
thermometer,
